Our Title is Good to Sibitu and Ca¬ 
gayan Islands—Porto Rican Tariff 
Bill Comes Up—Quay Case 
to Be Acted Upon. 


The time ot the senate during the 
present week will be divided between 
the questions of the finances, the 
government policy toward the insu¬ 
lar possessions, and the seating of 
Senator Quay upon the nomination 
of the governor of Pennsylvania. 

Tho Hawaiian bill remains the un¬ 
finished business subject to removal 
at any time by the Quay resolution, 
and also by the conference report 
upon the currency bill. 

The event of tho week in the house 
of representatives will be the taking 
of the vote on the Porto Bican tariff 
bill. This has been set for 3 p. m., 
on Tuesday, although the differences 
which have arisen on the bill may 
compel a rearrangement of the pro¬ 
gram. The general debate on the 
measure closed Monday, and on Tues¬ 
day, up to the hour of voting, the de¬ 
bate will proceed under the five-min¬ 
ute rule. 

Extraordinary interest attaches to 
the outcome of this struggle, owing 
to the differences which havo arisen 
on the republican side of the cham¬ 
ber. 

The Hawaiian bill and tho Nicara¬ 
guan canal bill also are 'awaiting a 
hearing, although it is not likely that 
either of them will be taken up this 
week, 

The Alabama contested election 
case of Aldrich vs. Bobbins will be 
considered as soon as the Porto Bican 
bill is out of the way. 


OUR TITLE IS GOOD. 


American Flag Will Not Be Lowered on 
Sibitu or Cagayan Islands. 

The Amorican flag will not come 
down on Sibitu island or on Cagayan 
island. Spain has been demanding 
that those islands be returned to it. 
The war department was ready to 
make the return and so was tho state 
department up to Saturday. The 
navy department was, however, un¬ 
willing to surrender anything it had 
taken, and has made its title good to 
the islands. The state department 
will inform Spain that the islands are 
the property of the United States 
and will hold them. 

Sibitu is oast of Borneo and Cagay¬ 
an is west of Mindoro, about 200 
miles. Sibitu was saved to the 
United States by tho discovery of an 
old treaty between Spain, Great Brit¬ 
ain and Germany, which specifically 
says that Borneo’s holding shall not 
extend further than three miles from 
the coast of Borneo, Sibitu is on the 
opposite side of the channel separat¬ 
ing Borneo from the Sulu archi¬ 
pelago, 

As to Cagayan island, the records 
show that it was at ono time used 
as a penal colony by Spain, and the 
latter is therefore estopped from de¬ 
nying that it was used as a part of 
tho Philippine group. 


THE CONSOLIDATED SUITS. 


FOUR MEMBERS SELECTED. 


Peraonnol of tho New Philippine Com¬ 
mission. 

It was officially announced late Sat¬ 
urday afternoon that four of the five 
members of the new Philippine com¬ 
mission has been selected. They 

are: 

Judge Taft, of Ohio; Luke E. 
Wright, of Tennessee; H. O. Ido, of 
Vermont, and Dean Worcester, of 
Michigan. 

The fifth member will bo an¬ 
nounced later. It is generally be¬ 
lieved that he will bo Benard Moses, 
of California. 


Bcckhain Begins Proceedings According 
to Agreement. 

The suit ot J. C. W. Beckham, 
governor of Kentucky, against W. 
S. Taylor, was filed in the circuit 
court at Louisville Saturday. This 
action was originally brought at 
Georgetown. The filing of the suit 
here was in accordance with the 
agreement made by both sides for a 
consolidation of suits involving the 
governorship of Kentucky. The ac¬ 
tion is for an injunction. W.* S. Tay¬ 
lor is the plaintiff in a similar suit 
against Beckham and others. By the 
agreement Judge Field will try the 
consolidated suits. 

The answer and counter claim of 
Beckham, Castleman and Carter in 
the injunction suits by W. S. Taylor, 
John Marshall and Dan Collier, were 
filed. The answer denies all of the 
allegations of plaintiff’s petition 
and sets up a counter claim that the 
offices of governor and lieutenant 
governor and adjutant general have 
been usurped by plaintiffs, and de¬ 
fendants pray that they be adjudged 
tho holders of said offices. 
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Silver Plato Trust. 

Bepresentative Bichardson, of Ten¬ 
nessee, has introduced a bill in the 
house to prevent the interstate 
transportation of the products of 
trusts making silver-plated ware. 

Father and Son Called Out and Killed 

A special from Ducktown says: 
“Miles Woods was called from his 
mountain home and shot down in 
cold blood. He died in ten minutes. 
His father ran out to ascertain the 
trouble and was shot twice by the as¬ 
sassin. It is claimed that before the 
latter died lie charged a deputy 
United States Marshal with commit¬ 
ting the crime. No arrests have 
been made." 


'Whittaker’s Trial. 

Tho attorneys for the prosecution 
and defense held a conference and 
arranged for an examining trial for 
Harland Whittaker at Frankfort, 
Ky., March 6. Whittaker is one of 
the men charged with complicity in 
the murder of Goebel. Lee Jones, 
the Whitley county suspect, will also 
be arraigned for trial the samo day. 


FIGHT AT A COUNTRY DANCE. 


Ono Man Was Killed and Several Others 
Wounded. 

A special from Whitesburg, Ky., 
tells of a fight near Pond’s Gap in 
which one person was killed and sev¬ 
eral were injured. The trouble oc¬ 
curred during a dance at tho home 
of Bill Mullins, a Virginia moon¬ 
shiner. Pistols and knives were used 
in the scrimmage, which lasted until 
the place had been cleared of all but 
tho wounded. John Nowberry was 
shot and died within two hours. Ed 
Newberry, his brother, was fatally 
wounded. Luella, the 18-year-old 
daughter of Mullins, was stabbed 
three times with a dirk and cannot 
recover. Mrs. Mullins was severely 
bruised, and a man named Keller, of 
Dickinson county, was shot in the 
knee. Mullins has been arrested. 


FATAL EXPLOSION IN ARKANSAS. 


Sawmill Boiler Explode., Killing Two 
and Injuring Seven. 

The boiler of the Pullman Lumber 
Co.’s sawniilljat TuBman Ark., ex¬ 
ploded with terrible results Saturday. 
Tho following is a list of tho known 
dead and wounded: Hoover Thomp¬ 
son, foreman, killed; A1 Huttan, 
trucker, washed to death; J. W. 
Discus, cut by flying iron, will die; 
Taylor Brown, cut and scalded; Loyd 
Busby, cut and scalded; Jim Busby, 
badly cut; Dr. Baldwin, badly burned 
in the face; James Brown, burned on 
back and right arm. It is believed 
three bodies are under the wreck. 
Tobe Thompson is said to have al¬ 
lowed the water to run low in the 
boilor, and the explosion followed. 


Street Car Wrecked in Atlanta. 

An Atlanta street car was wrecked 
near Oakland cemetery Saturday by 
striking an obstruction, which had 
evidently been placed across tho 
track. The car, which is the largest 
in the service, jumped fully ten feet 
into tho air and rolled fifteen feet 
down an embankment. Tho twelve 
passengers on the car wore more or 
less injured. It is thought Mersohell 
Dellaperry and Eugeman Coker were 
fatally wounded. 


Two Prisoners Cremated. 

Frank Hogan and Charles Norris, 
prisoners at the station house in For¬ 
est City, Ark., were burned to death 
a few days ago. The fire is supposed 
to have been started by Norris on the 
floor of the jail, in an attempt to 
keep warm. Norris was an Arkansas 
lumber man and Hogan a bricklayer

One of the most disastrous fires in 

the history of Birmingham broke out 

in the basement of the Metropolitan 

hotel Friday afternoon, and within 

four hours the entire block from 
* 

Twentieth street and Morris avenue 
to First avenue, extending back to 
tho Berney National bank, was a 
smoldering mass of ruins. 

The property loss will amount to 
more than $114,000, with probably 
$80,000 insurance. 

The buildings consumed were the 
Moore and Handley building, two 
three-story brick structures, occu¬ 
pied by the Metropolitan hotel, M. 
Wise & Co., saloon, and the Metro¬ 
politan barber shop, and the Hewlett 
block, the property of the Boddie 
estate, tho upper floors of which were 
also occupied by the Metropolitan 
hotel, and the first floor by numerous 
mercantile establishments. 

The fire originated from an over¬ 
turned gasoline stove in the basement 
of tho hotel. 


Sub-Committee Named. 

Chairman Jones, of the democratic 
national committee, has named the 
following members of the sub-com- 
mitteo on arrangements for the na¬ 
tional convention, Senator Jones be¬ 
ing ex-officio chairman: Stone, of 
Missouri; Johnson, of Kansas; Clay¬ 
ton, of Alubnma; Campau, of Michi 
gan; Guffey, of Pennsylvania, and 
Wilson, of Colorado. 
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New Election for Girard Box. 

The Bussell county democratic 
committee gave out their decision a 
few days ago, alleging that, so far as 
Girard box is concerned, the recent 
election in Bussell county was illegal, 
and a new election for that box was 
ordered for April 14. 


Value of Alabama Railroads. 

The work of tho state board of rail¬ 
road assessment shows a net increase 
in the assessment for this year over 
last of $1,015,101.20. Of this amount 
$366,005.10 comes from new roads 
constructed in the state during the 
last year. Another large item in the 
increase is the Birmingham Southern 
road, assessed $801,250. This road 
has heretofore been assessed along 
with other property of the Tennessee 
Coal and Iron company. Other in¬ 
creases come from increases on roads 
first assessed last year and considered 
more valuable this year. The Mont¬ 
gomery division of the Mobile & 
Ohio, constructed in 1898, was raised 
$1,000 per mile, footing up a total of 
$156,474. 

The total railroad assessment for 
the year is $48,154,153.88. The board 
madS decreases amounting to $229,- 
997.75. 


Two Dead and a Third Badly Wounded. 

News comes from Horse Creek of 
a tragedy five miles east of that town, 
the result of which is two men dead 
and one badly wounded. 

From what can bo learned the trou¬ 
ble arose over the rent for a small 
tract of land belonging to Walter Ste 
vens, the renter being Sylvester Hin¬ 
son, His nephew. Tho dispute was 
carried to tho justice court of Esquire 
Martin Phillips. Justice’ Phillips 
continued tHe trial and the crowd 
left the school house in which the 
court was held and as soon as all got 
outside a fight opened. When the 
smoke cleared away Jack Boyd and 
Sylvester Hinson, were dead, and 
Walter Stevens was shot in both legs 
and cut in the neck. 


To Resist Payment of Taxes. 

The executive committee of the 
board of trustees of the University of 
Alabama, in session in Birming¬ 
ham, discussed tho proposed 
equity bill, whicli -is soon to be filed 
for the purpose of having the recent 
sale of university lands set aside 
They also discussed the question of 
taxes and determined to resist their 
payment until forced by iaw to pay 
them. 


Instantly Killed. 

Jeff Oulbrath, a deputy sheriff shot 
and instantly killed a man by the 
name of Keys, near Eva, Morgan. 
The shot killed Keys instantly, but 
in order to make sure of the work 
Culbrath mashed his head into a jekjy 
with a heavy piece of iron. Culbrath 
went to Decatur and surrendered to 
Sheriff Byan. 

Young Lady Shot. 

John Dreshman, aged 12 years, 
shot and instantly killed Bessie Mil¬ 
ler, aged 18, Saturday night, at 
Bayou La Batre, twenty miles from 
Mobile. He was arrested and taken 
to Mobile at midnight. 'Witnesses 
say the killing was cold-blooded, but 
Dresham claims the girl had assaulted 
his mother with a stick. 


Two Distilleries Sciz id. 

Two Alabama distilleries were 
seized and destroyed last week. One 
was near Jumbo, in Chilton county, 
Slid to belong to M. F. Waggoner, of 
Jumbo. Waggoner was arrested, 
pleaded guilty and was bound over to 
the grand jury. The other was near 
Cottonwood, in Henry county, said 
to belong to Joseph Kirkland, of Cot¬ 
tonwood. In this case there was no 
arrest, but affidavit was made against 
Kirkland. Both distillers violated 
the iaw in not having registered their 
stills, and not displaying government 
signs. 

Prof. Charles Ross ia Dead. 

Prof. Charles H. Bosi, O. E., Ph. 
D. and L. L. D., professor of modern 
languages at the State Agricultural 
College at Auburn, died at El Paso, 
Tex.* Saturday, where he had gone 
in vain effort to renew his failing 
health. Prof. Boss was one of the 
leading authors and educators of the 
south, and was one of the most nolod 
men of the state, being considered 
high authority in circles of learning 
and literature. 


EMPIRE UNDER TIE SEA. 


CREAT BRITAIN PRACTICALLY CON¬ 
TROLS THE CABLES OF THE WORLD. 


Passenger Trains Collide. 

The Louisville and Nashville pas¬ 
senger train, was wrecked at Floma- 
ton early Sunday morning. Tho 
train was a double-header, having on 
board a large number of Mardi Gras 
excursionists, but fortunately none 
were hurt. Both engines were 
thrown down tho embankment and 
badly wrecked. A negro fireman 
was killed and another fireman was 
probably fatally injured. Engineer 
John Coins was severely hurt. The 
passengers in the day coaches were 
thrown from their seats and some 
what shaken up. The cause of the 
wreck was an open switch. 

Coal Output for 1899. 

State Mine Inspector J. DoB. 
Hooper has completed his final re¬ 
port on the output of coal in Ala¬ 
bama last year. The total output 
for the year amounted to 7,484,703 
tons as against 6,527,766 tons for 
1898, showing an increase of 956,997 
tons. The following is tho produc¬ 
tion by counties: Bibb, 904,887; 
Blount, 12,699; Cullman, 8,000; Eto¬ 
wah, 9,378; Jackson, 150; Jefferson, 
4,700,982; Marion, 359,213; St. Clair, 
67,977; Shelby, 859,213; Tuskaloosa, 
241,740; Walker, 1,117,372 ; Winston, 
19,970; smaller mines, 25,000; grand 
total, 7,484,763. This is the largest 
year’s production in tho history of 
the state by almost a million tons. 
The prospects are that the output of 
1900 will even exceed last year’s stu- 
penduous showing. 

Dallas Cotton Mill Extension. 

Contractor George B. Hinman ar¬ 
rived in Huntsville from Atlanta to 
begin work on tho exteusivo addi¬ 
tions to the Dallas Cotton mills. The 
contract recently awarded by the 
company required the construction of 
a building of about equalize to the 
present mill, the engine house ex¬ 
cepted, and it must be completed by 
October 1. The additional building 
will contain 5,000 spindles and 1,200 
looms; the machinery will be operat¬ 
ed by a now 1,500 horse-powor en¬ 
gine in the old engine house. The 
corporation will spend about $700,000 
in the improvements. A public li¬ 
brary for the use of the mill oper¬ 
atives will be established in the 
Moore residence, recently purchased, 
and the handsome grove surrounding 
the place will be converted into a 
beauitful park. Contracts for about 
200 new tenant houses will probably 
be awarded soon. 

Cotton Mill Orsranizsd, 

The directors of the new cotton 
mill at Opelika organized a few days 
ago and representatives left for the 
north to purchase necessary machin¬ 
ery. Capital stock, $100,000. 


STATE BREVITIES. 


In Caso of a Naval War Possession of 
the Submarine Telegraph Lines Makes 
Every British Battleship Worth Five 
Ships of an Enemy Destitute of Cables. 


Joseph Morrow, of Whitesburg. 
was instantly killed by a falling tree 
in the woods near his home. 

The seam of coal which the Consol¬ 
idated Coal and Iron company will 
open at Brookwood is ninety-seven 
inches, and one of the finest in the 
whole mineral south. 

It is announced that the saw mill 
of the Indiana Lumber company, at 
Byrd Springs, which was recently 
burned, will probably be rebuilt in 
Huntsville. The old plant employed 
fifty men. 

John K. Castleberry, a prominent 
druggist of Anniston and alderman 
from the Second ward, died of pneu¬ 
monia Saturday. 

The Sumter county executive com¬ 
mittee met at Livingston Saturday 
and ordered a primary for the nomi¬ 
nation of county officers for March 
81, and primary for senator and gov¬ 
ernor April 14. The names of the 
candidates will be printed on the 
tickets, and plurality wins, 


“ HE Transvaal war,” said a 
naval officer the other even¬ 
ing, “is presenting one 
startling object lesson which our 
couutry would do well not to over¬ 
look. It is, perhaps, rather a side¬ 
light lesson, but it is none the less 
impressive. Put in broad general 
terms, the proposition which the les¬ 
son demonstrates is that in case of 
war between two naval powers the 
one which controls a system of sub¬ 
marine cables with which to inform 
its fleets of tho strength and move¬ 
ments of the enemy, will be mistress 
of the seas. There is nothing espec¬ 
ially new in this. 

“Writers on naval matters have 
time and again pointed out that in the 
twentieth century a nation, to bo a 
sea power, would have to control 
cables as well as fleets. But the 
Transvaal war is making this truth as 
obvious to the lay mind as to the pro¬ 
fessional. It has opened the eyes of 
the people generally in all civilized 
nations that England has got practi¬ 
cally a monopoly of all the cables of 
the world. As 1 said, this fact ap¬ 
pears iu a sort of side light reflect¬ 
ed from tho very glaring fact that not 
ono word of telegraphic news gets to 
or from South Africa which English 
authorities do not choose to let 
through. That has set people to 
thinking a little and they have discov¬ 
ered that what England is doing in 
Sonth Africa she could do nearly all 
over the entire globe if she felt so 
disposed. 

“There is already a 'lively discus¬ 
sion of the matter iu Europe, partic¬ 
ularly iu Franco, and it ought to 
move our own people and Govern¬ 
ment to lose not a moment in getting 
our own distant dependencies from 
Puerto Rico to Hawaii and the Phil¬ 
ippines strung together on electric 
wires all our own, which we alone 
would control. The French are gen¬ 
uinely alarmed on tho subject. Tho 
impression prevails among them that 
war with England is rather more than 
one of the remote possibilities of the 
future. They kuow, of course, that 
it would be very largely a naval war 
and that it would bo fought all over 
the world, from tho Freuch posses¬ 
sions iu China, Siam and Africa to 
the French possessions iu tho West 
ladies. Aud from ail these posses¬ 
sions, save from the insignificant ones 
ia the West Indies, England could 
iustautly cut off all tolegraphio com¬ 
munication with tho outside world. 
France’s fleets would move as com¬ 
pletely in the dark as though tho ngo 
of electric cables had not come. 
England’s would know just where 
they were going aud what they would 
find when thoy got there. Our own 
war with Spain aud our efforts to cut 
Cuba off from communication with 
tho world set the French thinking 
aud writing on the snbjeot. The 
startling Transvaal object lesson has 
revived the discussion aud given it a 
tone of earnestness which ought to 
produce results. 

“Only a few days ago, M. Depo; 
ley, an authority on tho subject, pre¬ 
sented France’s helpless position in 
this respect so clearly and convinc¬ 
ingly that his article, published in one 
of tho loading Fronch periodicals, has 
producod a profound impression. 

“If you will study a cable map of 
tho world a little, you will see what a 
tremendous power—for control of 
communication is power and a very 
high order of power—England has 
quietly built in the forty-two years 
since the first cable message was sent 
by the President of the United States 
to Queen Victoria. From that day 
uutil this, silently and ceaselessly, 
England has built up a system of 
submarine cables which to-day covers 
the entiro world aud holds it fast in a 
sort of immense spider’s web, of 
which London is the centre. You 
will notice in studying the map that 
this marvelous system divides itself 
into three great branches, each of 
which has its subdivisions. For in¬ 
stance, a trunk of no less than ten 
cables connects Great Britain with 
this country and tho British posses¬ 
sions on the north. From this diverge 
various wires, as to Bermuda and the 
West Indies. 

“From London, by way of Spain 
and Portugal, throe more lines stretch 
to Brazil and spread out through the 
West Iudies and to Central America 
on the north, and down the coast to 
Montevideo on the south. From 
Montevideo, across the South Ameri¬ 
can continent, there is an Euglish 
land line to Valparaiso. From Val¬ 
paraiso northward there is a double 
line, touching at all the principal 
points on the South American Pacific 
coast up to Tehnantepec, from which 
there is a laud line to Vera Cruz and 
Tampico, whence cables go across the 
Gulf of Mexieo to Galveston. 

“So in that vast mesh of the 
spider’s* web all North and South 
America with thoil* adjacent islands 
are held. 

“From England toward the Medi¬ 
terranean, Africa and the Orient four 
cables are stretched. They touch at 
Gibraltar, Malta and Egypt, and 
theuco pass down the Bed Sea to 
Aden. Aden is a great electric nerve 
centre and distributing point which 
to-day is of much interest, for through 
the office there filters all the news 
England allows to be known about the 
military operations in South Africa. 
The African filament thrown out from 
Aden touches Zanzibar, Mozambique, 
Delagoa Bay, Natal and Gape of Good 
Hope. Up the west African coast 
creeps another line—not in service 
just uow — touching twelve coast 


towns, the last one being St. Louis, 
until it lands at last at Cadiz, Spain. 
Thus you see tho entire African con¬ 
tinent, with all adjacent islands of 
any consequence, is caught and hek 
fast in England’s electric lasso. *£- 

“Three cables reach from Aden tc 
Bombay, and thence the meshes 
spread in all directions to China, 
Japan, our Philippines, Australia and 
New Zealand. And over all this vast 
region England has no opposition that 
can bo called such. A couple of 
French lines to this country and down 
through the AVest Iudies by way of 
Hayti to the east South American 
coast—that is all. Here and there 
are short French lines—as, for in¬ 
stance, from New Caledonia to Aus¬ 
tralia—but these are mere little feed¬ 
ers to the English lines, and are en¬ 
tirely without international conse¬ 
quence. 

“But even this system, enormous as 
it is, does not satisfy Great Britain. 
A number of her cables land on for¬ 
eign soil. That will not do. In ad¬ 
dition to all this earth-grabbing com¬ 
mercial spider’s web, there must be 
an imperial web which will reach 
around the globe hung from English 
land alone. That system is actually 
in course of construction. An impor¬ 
tant link of it is to reach from British 
Columbia to Australia. Still another 
link will reRck from Gibraltar to the 
islands of Bathurst, St, Helena and 
Ascension—all English—to the Cape 
of Good Hope. Thence another line 
will be run to the island of St. Maurice, 
which will be a great imperial tele- 
grapkio distributing station with lines 
reaching to India, China aud Austral¬ 
asia. Of this system, ono block is 
already completed—from the Cape of 
Good Hope to Bathurst Island. The 
total cost of the entire imperial sys¬ 
tem will be about $25,000,000, aud 
the Government will bear all the bur¬ 
den. 

“‘It is an expensive job,’ say tho 
English. ‘It will cost enough to 
build five battleships. But when it is 
done it will make each and every bat¬ 
tleship we havo five times as effective 
as now.’ 

“Certain laws control English 
cables which make them absolutely at 
the control of tho Government. They 
are all subsidized, as you know, ami 
in return for the subsidy John Bull 
makes his own rules. Every omploye, 
for instance, must be a British sub¬ 
ject and the lines can never be under 
the control of any foreign Government. 
In addition to that, English Govern¬ 
ment dispatches have precedence over 
all others at all limes, oven those of 
other Governments ho matter how ur¬ 
gent the latter may be. In case of 
war England can seize all tho cable 
lines and operate them entirely with 
Government employes. 

“Iu other werds, John Bull has 
built for himself an empire under the 
sea where ho rules with undisputed 
sway. AVketker Britannia rules over 
the waves has yet to be determined; 
that she rules under them is beyond 
question. Other nations' are getting 
restless under the sway, and .it istirno 
wo wore making a strike for relief 
from it. Germany has already a plan 
under way for a cable system to this 
oonutry. As I havo said, France is 
just uow greatly agitated on the sub¬ 
ject. Surely, Undo Sam ought to 
get a move on and put that wire down 
to the Philippines by way of Hawaii 
and Guam.”—New York Sun. 


The Deadly Hich Heel. 

In tho feet vanity too often pays a 
price which is dangerously expensivo. 
The high-heeled shoo is made in de¬ 
fiance of the relation it ought to bear 
to the anatomy of the foot aud to tho 
direction in which tho pressure of tho 
body’s weight falls upon it. The 
boot or shoe, that it may not slip upon 
the foot, which by tho high heel is 
deprived of its usual purchase of di¬ 
rect downward pressure, is made to 
hold with undue firmness just above 
the back of the heel. Chafing of a 
delicate skin is readily produced. 
This, though iu itself a trifle, may 
lead to graver troubles. Inflamma¬ 
tion of tbo leg with abscess formation 
not infrequently follows, and tho ex¬ 
citing cause has been traced to the 
patient’s shoe. Abscesses forming 
around somo neglected trifle of this 
kind have sometimes ended fatally.-— 
London Family Doctor.

One eminent medical authority de- 
slares that influenza undermines the 
nervous system to a greater extent 
than almost any other disease, leaving 
all kinds of nervous maladies, even in- 
tauity, as its dregs. IIo estimates 
that a severo epidemic of influenza 
reduces the nerve energy of tho coun¬ 
try by nearly twenty per cent. 

A French naturalist, Domingos 
Freire, finds that oil cultivation in 
suitable media several well-known 
pathogenic bacteria can bo developed 
from the anthers and stigmas of sev¬ 
eral species of flowers. Moreover, he 
found that several species of microbes, 
termed osmogeus, reproduce the odors 
of the flowers in which they occur. 


“A new species of mountain railroad 
has been devised iu Germany. It con¬ 
sists of an electrically worked rope 
railway, tho railway being in sections, 
the cars being suspended on rollers. 
As it is not considered safe to allow n 
greater distance than 4000 feet between 
the supports, intermediate stations 
are necessary, tho passengers chang¬ 
ing from the first to the second sec¬ 
tion and so on until the journoy is 
completed. About seven minutes avo 
occupied in traversing each of the 
4000-foot sections. 


An electrolytic method of sharpen¬ 
ing files has recently been devised, in 
which the cutting edges off the files 
are restored by dissolving of eleotro- 
lytically a thin and ovon film of steel. 
A number of experiments with various 
olectrolytes aud current densities havo 
been made, and tho results were care¬ 
fully recorded photographically and 
otherwise. Among the electrolytes 
used were cyanidoof potassium, ferric 
chloride, ferric sulphate and solutions 
of sulphuric acid of different strengths. 
The best results were obtained with a 
solution of ferric chloride and using 
high current densities. 

It is curious that when China is just 
ou the eve of introducing AVestern 
methods of engineering she should 
tkroaten to demolish tho greatest en¬ 
gineering work she possesses; that is 
to say, tho Great AVall, erected 200 
years B. G. for the purposo of keeping 
back the Tartars. It is stated that an 
American ongiueor is cu route to 
China in behalf of a Chicago syndicate 
which is oxpected to take a share-in 
the contract to bo given out by tho 
Chinese Government for tho demoli¬ 
tion of the wall. The Engineer states 
that ono French, two British, aud 
three German firms are also bidding 
for the work, payment lor which is to 
be in the way of rich concessions.

One of the most interesting cases 
of resuscitation that ever came to 
I my knowledge was that of George 
Lenox, a notorious horse thief of 
Jefferson county, he was serving 
his second term. Sedgwick county 
sent him to the prison the first 
time for a similar offense, stealing 
horses. 

During the winter of 1887 and 
1888 he worked in the coal mines. 
The place where he was laboring 
seemed to be dangerous to him. He 
reported the fact to the officer in 
charge, who made an examination, 
and deciding that the room was 
safe, ordered Lenox hack to work. 
The convict obeying, had not con¬ 
tinued his work more than an hour 
when the roof fell in and complete¬ 
ly buried him, he remained in this 
condition fully two hours. Missed 
at dinner time, a search was insti¬ 
tuted for the absent convict, and he 
was found buried under this 
heap of rubbish. Life seemed ex¬ 
tinct, he was taken to the top, and 
on examination by the prison phys 
cian was pronounced dead, his re¬ 
mains were carried to the hospi¬ 
tal, where he was washed and 
dressed preparatory for interment, 
his coffin was made and brought in 
the hospital. The chaplain had 
arrived to perform the last sad rites 
prior to burial. A couple of priso¬ 
ners were ordered by the hospital 
Stewart to lift the corpse from the 
boards and carry it across the room 
and place it in the coffin, they 
obeyed, one at the head and the 
other at the feet, and were about 
half way across the room when the 
one at the head accidently stumb¬ 
led over a cuspidor, lost his bal¬ 
ance and dropped the corpse, the 
head of the'dead man struck the 
floor, and to the utter surprise of 
all present, a deep groan was heard, 
soon the eyes opened, and other ap¬ 
pearances of life were manifested; 
the physician was immediately sent 
for and by the time he arrived, 
some thirty minutes, the dead man 
had called for a cup of water and 
was in the act of drinking when 
the physician arrived. 

The coffin was at once removed, 
and later used to bury another con¬ 
vict in, his burial robes also taken 
from him and the prison garb sub¬ 
stituted. On an examination he 
was found to have one of his legs 
broken in two places, and was oth¬ 
erwise bruised. He remained in the 
hospital some six months, and 
again went to work. J learned of 
his peculiar experience from his 
own lips while apparently dead. 
This opportunity was not offered 
for a month, at last it came, after 
being removed from the mines, I 
was detailed to he one of the prison 
offices to make out annual reports; 
the subject of this man’s return to 
life was being discussed one day, 
when ho happened to pass by the 
office door and was pointed out to 
me. It was not until I had a note 
in his hand asking him to come 
where I was at work, he did so, and 
here I got well acquainted with 
him, ard from his own lips heard 
his wonderful story, 

Hc'isa young man probably not 
over thirty years of age. He is not 
a hardened criminal; is possessed 
of a very good education, and nat¬ 
urally very bright, the most won¬ 
derful part of his history was that 
during the time he was dead. Being 
a short hand reporter I took his 
story from his dictation. 

Said he: I had a presentment all 
the morning that something terri¬ 
ble was going t,o happen, I was so 
uneasy on account of my feelings 
that I went to my mining boss, Mr. 
Grason, and told him how I felt, 
and asked him if he would come and 
examine niy coal room, the place 
where I was digging coal. He came 
and seemed to make a thorough ex¬ 
amination, and ordered me to work 
again, saying there was no danger, 
and that he thought I was going 
crazy, I returned to m 3 7 work and 
had been digging away for some¬ 
thing like an hour, when all of a 
sudden it grew very dark, then it 
s.-emed as if a great iron door 
swung open, and I passed through j 
it; the thought then* came to my 
mind that I was dead and in anoth¬ 
er world. I could see no one, nor 
hear sound of any kind from some 
cause unknown to myself. 

I started to move away from the 
doorway, and had traveled some 
distance when I came to the banks 
of a broad river, it was not dark 
neither was it light, there was 
about as much light as on a bright 
star-lit night. I had not remained 
on the bank of this river very long j 
until I could hear the sound of oars ! 


in the water, and soon a person in 
a boat rowed up to where I was 
standing, I was speechless. 

He looked at me for a moment; 

I then said that he had come for me 
and told me to get into the boat 
and row across to the other side. I 
obeyed, not a word was spoken. I 
longed to ask him who he was, and 
where I was. My tongue seemed to 
cling to the roof of my mouth, I 
could not say a word. Finally we 
reached the opposite shore, I got 
out of the boat and the boatman 
vanished out of sight; thus left 
alone I knew rot what to do. 

Looking out before me, I saw two 
roads which led through a dark 
valley; one of these- was a broad 
road, and seemed to be well travel¬ 
ed, the other was a narrow path that 
led off in another direction. I in- 
stinctively followed the well beaten 
road, I had not gone far when it 
seemed to grow darker, ever and 
anon, however, in this manner I was 
lighted on my journey. Impossible 
for me to describe, I can only give 
you a faint idea of the being whom 
I was met with, he resembled a man 
somewhat, but much larger than any 
I ever saw, he must have been at 
least ten feet high. He had great 
wings on his back ; he was black as 
the coal and in a perfect^' nude 
condition, he had a large spear in 
his hand, the handle of which must 
have been fully fifteen feet long, 
his eyes shone like balls of fire, his 
teeth white as pearl, seemed fully 
an inch long, his nose if you could 
call it a nose, was very large, broad 
and flat, his hair was very coarse, 
heavy and long; it hung down on 
his massive shoulders; his voice 
sounded more like the growls of a 
lion in a managery than anything 
I can recall, it was of these flashes 
of light that I first saw him. 

I trembled like an aspen leaf at 
sight. He had his spear raised as 
if to send it frying through me, I 
suddenly stopped, with that terri¬ 
ble voice I seem to hear yet. He 
made me follow him; that he had 
been sent to guide me on ray jour¬ 
ney. I followed, what else could I 
do? After he dad gone some dis¬ 
tance a huge mountain appeared to 
rise up before us, the part facing 
us seemed perpendicular, just as if 
a mountain had been cut in two 
and one part had been taken away, 
on this perpendicular wall I could 
distinctly see these words: “This 
is Hell.” My guide approached 
this wall and with his spear handle 
gave three loud raps, a large mas¬ 
sive door swung back and we passed 
in. I was conducted on through 
what appeared to be a passage way 
through this mountain, for some 
time we traveled in Egyptian dark¬ 
ness.

OUR CREAT FARMING INDUSTRY. 


and 


810,000,000,000 Capital Invested 
8,406,365 Workers Kngaged. 

Professor John F. Crowell of New 
York tostified recently before the in¬ 
dustrial commission, Washington, on 
the general subject of agriculture and 
the distribution of agricultural prod¬ 
ucts. . In a review of agricultural con¬ 
ditions in the United States he cited 
the Dutch farmer of southern Penn¬ 
sylvania as a striking oxamplo of the 
' r'vaccessful small operator. He held 
that the Scandinavian immigrant was 
more successful tliau his American 
confrere because of instinctive frugal¬ 
ity and farm economy bred in his 
bones, and said that training schools 
intended to develop untrained and un¬ 
skilled youth into farmers on a small 
scale wore of an unappreciated value 
to the state. Of wages and living 
conditions among various industries, 
Professor Crowell said: 

“We want to know why it is 
that the returns of the various 
industries are so unequal. I have 
taken a few figures from the census of 
1890. The amount of capital invested 
in agriculture was $16,000,000,000, 
and 8,466,305 workers were engaged. 
The value of the combined properties 
was $2,460,000,000, and the product 
per capita was $290. In manufactures 
the product per capita was $893. Tn 
mining it was $740. These figures in 
the eyes of the farmer’s boy are de¬ 
cisive argument in favor of abandon¬ 
ing the farm for the factory. The 
farmer has to adjust himself to pre¬ 
vailing prices. A proper distributing 
system is his urgent need today. This 
can he effective only through the Eu¬ 
ropean markets. The productiveness 
of the farm is limited. But the manu¬ 
facturer cau govern his supply as mar¬ 
ket quotations may indicate. These 
difficulties are increased by too large 
a burden of taxation.” 


Since Admiral Dewey sailed into 
Manila Harbor, anecdotes showing the 
family “grit” are in order. The follow¬ 
ing of Captain Sam Dewey is told in 
Washington: 

There was a family of Deweys on 
Cape Cod in .Taekson’s time; whether 
the one from which our Admiral 
sprung or not, I cannot say. Its sturdi¬ 
est member was Captain Sam Dewey, 
a ship-master of the old school who 
bore the American flag into the remot¬ 
est seas. Captain Sam was an ardent 
Whig, and when Jackson’s war on the 
United States Bank made him extreme¬ 
ly unpoplar with the Whigs of Boston, 
Dewey determined to show’ his disap¬ 
proval by cutting off the head of a full 
length figure of General Jackson which 
formed tho figure-head of the famous 
frigate Constitution, then lying in 
Charlestown Navy Yard. This would 
be no easy feat, for there was a guard- 
ship on either side, with sentries on the 
watch. 

But at midnight, in a heavy thunder¬ 
storm, he rowed out to the vessel, 
pulled himself up by her chairs, and 
with a well-oiled handsaw decapitated 
the figure, and carried the head unde¬ 
tected to the Gallagher House, where 
a party of his Whig friends were wait¬ 
ing to receive him. The affair soon 
appeared in the newspapers, and 
spread like wildfire throughout the 
country. Democratic journals an¬ 
nounced under double-leaded headlines, 
“Dastardly Outrage”; “United States 
Frigate Mutilated”; “Another Whig 
Insult to President Jackson,” etc.— 
while the Whig newspapers applauded 
and chuckled over it as a huge joke. 
“Old Hickory Beheaded,” did duty as a 
head-line in scores of Whig newspapers 
of the period. Captain Dewey became 
the idol of the Boston Whigs; but not 
content with his plaudits there, went 
on to Washington, bearing the head 
with him, intending to gain further 
notoriety by bearding the lion In his 
den. After exhibiting the trophy to 
Clay, Webster, and other Whig leaders, 
he appeared at the Navy Department 
with it wrapped in a red bandanna 
handkerchief, and sent his card to 
Mahlon Dickerson, then Secretary of 
the Navy. 

“Admit him,” said the Secretary, and 
as Dewey entered hf added, “Well, my 
man, state your case, and be brief, for, 
as you see, I am busy.” 

“I cut off the figure-head of the Con¬ 
stitution,’” said Dewey, “and I have 
brought it here to return it.” 

The man’s audacity paralyzed Dick¬ 
erson for a moment. Then he said, 
“You dare disfigure Old Ironsides and 
then come here to tell of it?” 

I took the liberty,” said Dewey, 
coolly. 

‘Well, sir,” said the Secretary, reach¬ 
ing for the bell-rope, “we’ll see if wo 
can’t have you arrested and punished.” 

Hold, Mr. Secretary,” said Dew’ey. 
“You are a good law’yer, and must 
know there is no statute against dis¬ 
figuring a man-of-war. All you can 
do is to sue me for trespass, and that 
in the county where tho deed was com¬ 
mitted.” 

You are right,” said Dickerson, 
after a few moments’ reflection. “And 
now tell me how you succeeded in get¬ 
ting that figure-head from under the 
noses of our bluejackets.” 

‘Well,” said Dickerson, after hear¬ 
ing the story, “you stay here while I 
go and see the President about this 
matter.” 

Old Hickory, on seeing the head and 
hearing the story burst into a fit of 
laughter. “That!” said ho. “Why, 
that is the most infernally ugly image 
I ever saw! No wonder the fellow 
wanted to remove It from the Constitu¬ 
tion! You have him, you say. Well 
give him a kick, with my compliments, 
and send him home, again.”—Harper’s 
Weekly.

In the old days it was the general 
custom for the circus proprietors to 
put their own children into the busi¬ 
ness, teaching them to do everything 
in the acrobatic line, from bare-back 
riding to trapeze and bar work and 
slack rope and tight-rope walking. 
Many of them were also skilled musi¬ 
cians and could play several instru¬ 
ments In the band. 

At the present day many persons 
not familiar with the inside life of the 
circus will no doubt be horrified to 
think that a man wealthy enough to 
own a big circus and menagerie would 
train his sons, and particularly his 
daughters for the ring. Let me say on 
this score that I could name a long 
list of families in which this custom 
prevailed, and must say that the pri¬ 
vate and domestic life of these people 
was far above that of the average fam¬ 
ily in fashionable society. Almost In¬ 
variably the members of each family 
were devoted to each other, and were 
refined and intelligent. Many of the 
young women of these families mar¬ 
ried wealthy and cultured men, and 
retired from (he circus business to be¬ 
come the mistresses of refined and 
happy homes. Many old showmen 
whose children were star performers 
carried accomplished teachers with 
them on the road, and the children 
were as well educated as if the entire 
time had been spent attending school. 

Their training and work in the ring 
not only afforded them splendid phys¬ 
ical exercise, but taught them patience, 
application, alertness and many other 
valuable lessons which made their pro¬ 
gress very rapid when it came to their 
lessons from books. It is a fact most 
worthy of notice that the circus people 
are a long-lived race. I can name al¬ 
most a score of famous performers 
who have attained an age of more than 
eighty years. This would go to show 
that circus work is quite as healthy as 
any other. I may add that the charge 
so frequently brought against show¬ 
men, that the training of children for 
the circus is cruel, is not well founded. 

While I have seen many instances of 
cruelty in this connection, there is 
nothing in the work itself which neces¬ 
sitates hardship or harshness. In fact 
quite the reverse is true. 

The child is sooner trained into an 
ability to do a dangerous and daring 
feat through gentleness and encour¬ 
agement. In other words, the more 
they overcome their fear in every di¬ 
rection, the better able are they to 
swing from one trapeze to another, to 
walk tho tight-rope at a dizzy height, 
or to turn somersaults from the back 
of a galloping horse.—Reminiscences 
of W. O. Coup, in the Saturday Even¬ 
ing Post.

Spanish the Official Tongue—Difficulties 
in the Way of Trade. 

Here Is a curious and difficult thing 
about the American occupation of the 
Philippines. The official language of 
the courts, the only medium, indeed, of 
communication, is the Spanish lan¬ 
guage. The American and Tagalo to 
transact business must use a tongue 
foreign to both. A few interpreters of 
English and Tagalo are to be found, 
but until the people of the country 
learn English there is to be much mis¬ 
understanding and misinterpretation. 
Just now there are mutual stragglings 
to get forward. The schools are begin¬ 
ning instruction in English, but some 
years will be necessary before this 
knowledge is practically available. 

Your soldier man, however, doesn’t 
worry much about the difficulty of the 
language question. He leans easily 
and familiarly on the counter of the lit¬ 
tle booth or shop, and attempts bar¬ 
gains in a jargon of English. Anteri- 
'ean slang,” Tagalo and Spanish. There 
results a “pigeon” of queerest type. 
The vender says: “You care egg cook. 
Pretty goo’—fiv cents?” And the soldier 
man retorts, “Aw, g’long. Muy heap. 
No Mabootey. Give you 10 cents por 
tres. Sabe? Ten cents—three. Sabe, 
three?” But the lady sitting tailor- 
wise on her counter answers, “Yo no 
entiendo. Egg cook. Pretty goo’ fi’ 
cents. Quiere?” Still they make a 
trade. Unfortunately, next week may 
see him in llocos or Pampanga, per¬ 
haps anottier province, and if he knew 
Tagalo perfectly it would not avail 
him one lota. The many dialects will 
make it a matter of years before there 
can be certainty of any understanding. 
It is surely a great problem that is to 
be solved. 


At one time James A. Bailey was 
Barnum’s most formidable rival in the 
circus business. A short time before 
open hostilities began between them 
one of Mr. Bailey’s large female ele¬ 
phants gave birth to a baby. This, by 
the way, was the first baby elephant 
ever born in captivity. It proved an 
immense card for Mr. Bailey.

Mr. Barmina, quick to see 
the advantage of having so important 
an attraction as a real live American 
baby elephant, telegraphed to his rival, 
Mr. Bailey, as follows: “Will give for 
your baby elephant $100,000.” Mr. 
Mr. Bailey wired iu answer: “Will 
not sell at any price.” 

This seemed a daring thing to do, 
for $100,000 was an enormous sum to 
offer for a tiny little beast. But refuse 
he did, and hustled with his show to 
meet the great Phineas T. Barmnn on 
his own ground, meanwhile pondering 
in his fertile brain a coup which was 
to land Barnum a captive on his back. 
By the time Mr. Bailey reached the re¬ 
gion where the Barnum show was ex 
hibiting, the whole country was billed 
with huge posters on which was most 
conspicuously printed in flaming type, 
“What Barnum Thinks of the Baby 
Elephant,” nnd underneath that head¬ 
ing was printed Barnum’s telegram to 
Mr. Bailey offering the big sum for 
the animal. This poster greeted Mr. 
Barnum wherever lie went, and wor¬ 
ried him very much. To avoid seeing 
it, and in search of better business for 
his show, he changed the route of the 
latter and made direct for the far 
West, leaving Mr. Bailey in undisput¬ 
ed possession of the fighting ground. 

This defeat nettled Mr. Barnum. He 
was not used to being beaten. How¬ 
ever, the fact was before him, he was 
a defeated showman. The world 
knew it. It was now a matter of his¬ 
tory. He was far too sagacious not to 
desire to make of such a redoubtable 
foe and rival as Mr. Bailey an ally, and 
accordingly at the end of that year 
negotiations were entered into, which 
resulted in the combination of the two 
great exhibitions into what in literal 
truth became the greatest show on 
earth. To Mr. Bailey was at once giv¬ 
en the laboring oar, and very soon the 
entire responsibility and management 
of the immense combination and busi¬ 
ness.—Saturday Evening Post. 


Victim Wondered Ho Got His Feet 
Soiled. 

’Ail hotels have more or less ex¬ 
perience with somnambulists,” said the 
clerk of one of the New Orleans 
houses, “but we had a case here recent¬ 
ly that is certainly entitled to first 
prize for originality.

SIEGE ABANDONED BY THE BOERS 


General White's Troops Were Diving: on 
Mule Meat iu»cl Meal When Succor 
Arrived—Tumultous Demonstrations 
in Great Britain Over the News From 
South Africa—Story of the Siege. 

j London (By Cable).—Ladysmith has bedn 
rolioved after a terrible struggle} which 
lasted four months, at the cost of hearly 
Woo me A. for its ddys tbe litllo town in 
Natiil bag bebji,besieged. For tlirco months 
pn _ army ot 40,000 men hns been witbiu 
twouty miles ot It. the people In tbe bo- 
toagiieceii city .were -facing.starvation. 

Tbe IJrst nows that Ladysmith bad beoti 
rescued was te a dlspatoB received by tbe 
War Offlco from General Bailor, and 11 
road: 

“Lyltlotou’s Ilea dqunrters. — General 
Duudouald, with the Natal Carbineers and 
a composlto rog iment entered Ladysmith' 
Wednesday night. .Tlio coun I ry between 
mo and Ladysmith is reported clear ot' the 
enemy. I am moving on Nelth orpe.” 

The War Onteo3ubS'3queutly received tbo 
following message from Goner al Buller: 

“NEi.Tuonrn.— I have just returned from 
Ladysmith. Except a small guard north 
of Surprise Hill tbo whole of tbo enomy 
lat3ly besieging tbo town have retired in 
hot liable, and to the south ot tbo town tbo 
country Is quite cloar of thorn. 

“Tbo garrison were on half a pound of 
meul per man a day and wore supplement¬ 
ing tbe meat ration by horsos and mules. 
The men will want a tittle nursing before 
being lit for tbe fluid.” 

BRITISH REJOICING. 


But the Boers wer§ not beaten. They cut 
off railroad communication with Lady¬ 
smith and began shelling the English posi¬ 
tion at Dundee. General Yule, who suc¬ 
ceeded Gen -rat Symons, was forced to 
abandon tbo Iowd, leave bis wounded and 
all bis stores and make a terrible forced 
march of throo days. Tbe men 'reached 
General White’s outposts In n frightful 
condition. A column of 8D0 Boers sout to 
cut off Yule’s retreat was met by General 
White's men at Elands Lnngto. Only 300 
Boers were in action and they were routed. 

On October 24 General White made a re¬ 
connaissance, resulting in tho battlo ot 
Rlenfoutelu, whon the British lost 12 killed 
and 104 wounded. A week later the English 
again tried to crush the Boors and the dis¬ 
aster ot Nicholson's Nok resulted, General 
White losing 61 killed, 211 wounded, and 
battalions of the Royal Irish Pusilliers, the 
Gioncostefsllires and the Tenth Mountain 
Battery were captured -800 nied in alb 

The Boors placed hoavygiinsin position. 
Including tile famous “Long Tom,'’ and 
tho long bombardment began. 

Sickness laid more ot tbe men low than 
cannon and rifle. Enteric fever became 
epidemic. At one time the death-rate was 
ten a day.

Had it not boon for the fact that a great 
relieving army was within a few mile), It 
Is likely that Ladysmith would have sur¬ 
rendered before relief came. 

Of no great strategic importance, it lias 
cost many thousands of lives to rescue 
those shat up in the town. Public opinion 
compelled the British Government to make 
a prodigious effort to save it. Not since 
the duys of the Indian mutiny lias uu Eng¬ 
lish army boeu so long beleaguered. 

While tho conferences engineered by 
Joseph Chamberlain and Sir Alfred Milner 
wore going on, Genoral Sir George Welle, 
V. C., who had been Commaudor-ln-Cbief 
ot the British forces in India, was sent to 
Natal to take command of tho British 
troops that had been poured steadily iuto 
South Africa. 

Ladysmith was the military headquar¬ 
ters of tho colony. When President 
Kruger sent Ills ultimatum to tho British 
Government, General White had small 
garrisons scattered up tho nock of Natal 
as far as Newcastle. Those ho was obliged 
to recall, as well, as tho troops guarding 
Lalug’s Nek, tho pass through which tho 
railroad enters Naial. 

Ho loft 4000 men under General Symons 
to guard the large stores of military sup¬ 
plies at Dundee and Glencoe. General 
While wanted to fall back to the Tugela, 
but be sacrificed military reasons to politi¬ 
cal ones. 

When tho Boors made that swift an 1 un¬ 
expected descent on Natal tho British were 
amazed. War was declared on October 12. 
The Boers engaged the E .glisli outpost on 
October 14.

Tho British 
loss was thirty-six killed, 101 wounded and 
208 prisoners, a squadron of tile Eighteenth 
Hussars falling into a Boer trap, tho first 
ot tlie war.

By of those men are Johannesburg minors, 
aud they at once began to undermine their 
camp with shafts and galleries.

days. General Buller falling back to (ho 
1 ugela. Ou February IS General Buller 
resumed operations. Lord lloborts’s cam¬ 
paign having drawn away many Boers. 
Si.'ief: then General Buller has made pretty 
steady progress, meeting only one check, 
whon the Inniskilling Fusiliers in attempt¬ 
ing to rush rioter’s Hill suffered frightful¬ 
ly, losing fourteen of seventeen officers 
killed aud wounded and 250 men.

New York Syndicate Lends $25,000,- 
000 to tlie Russian Government 


Money Will Be Left in Tills Country 
For I’urcliasos of Iron, Steel, Coal 
aud Finished Products, 


New York City (3pocIal).—Ignoring Ber¬ 
lin, Lon ion, Paris and tho oilier European 
banking centres, the Russian Imperial Gov¬ 
ernment has come to New York City lor a 
loan. A syndicate of financial Institutions 
ot this City—banks, trust companies and 
insurance Companies—‘have just arranged 
tbe purCUdse ot ail issue ot $25,000,000 of 
four per dent, bonds, representing a first 
mortgage ah the Wl&diliawkus railway 
system: The principal and interest oftbese 
bonds Is guaranteed by tho Russian GoVj 
eimmont, and Is payable in AmbHcdn gold 
dollars. 

Tbe nature and size ot this loan and the 
disclosure which it makes ot this country’s 
presont position as a flnaucial powor ot 
tlio warid is Its most interesting feature,' 
Auothor is the surprising showing it ro-. 
veals ns lo Russia’s purchases in the Amer¬ 
ican market of Iron, steel, coal and fin¬ 
ished machinery. Besides, there is tho in¬ 
terest! ng fact of a gold loan guaranteed 
by ono of the great European Powers sell¬ 
ing in tho American market at a price 
which nets the syndicate slightly more 
than four yer cent. 

It may bo stated positively thnt tho flr3t 
$10,000,000 of tho bonds have just boon de¬ 
livered la Now York Oity, and that a pay¬ 
ment of $5,000,000 has boon made on ac¬ 
count. .From a financial standpoint, pro¬ 
bably tho most romarkablo part of tho 
operation li03 in tlie fact that nil of the 
casli to bo paid by the syndicate for the 
bonds will remain In this country, aud that, 
therefore, Lhero will bo no disturbance in 
the exchange markets. 

A special arrangemont, made with the 
Russbiu Government by a representative 
ot tlie syndicate who recently returned 
from St. Petersburg, provides that none of 
tlie money for the bonds is to bo trans¬ 
ferred to Russia, but that all of the 
amounts are to bo deposited In New York 
City to tho credit of tlie Government aud 
disburse 1 under direction ot tbe Russian 
fiscal agent in America, M. doRoutkowsky, 
in payment of the balances which Russia is 
incurring with AmbrtCan shipbuilders, iron 
and steel manufacturers and others of that 
class. 

It is not gonerally known that Russlau 
purchases in tilts country amount to be¬ 
tween $8,000,090 and $10,000,000 annually, 
such Well known firms as the Cramp Ship¬ 
building Company, tiio Carneglo Company, 
the Bethlehem Steel Company, thoBaldwiu 
Locomotive Works, the Westinghouse Air 
Brake Company and the big Western har¬ 
vesting machlno companies being thoprin- 
clpnl sellers. In addition to those prod¬ 
ucts Russia Is about to conclude the pur¬ 
chase ot $1,000,000 worth of bituminous 
coal la this city. 

Authorities believe thnt this initial pur¬ 
chase of coal and tho buying ot materials 
in c jnnecllon with the construction of tho 
Traus-Slborian Railway and tho great de¬ 
velopment of her agricultural products in¬ 
dicate only the beginning of Russia’s pur¬ 
chases in this country. 

Tho New York Jlorald, eommouting on 
tlio placing of a Russian loan in tho United 
States, says: 

“In comparison with many groat loans 
effected by the leading Powers tho sum is 
not so largeas to startle tho financial world 
by any moans. 

“But tlio torrns under which the loan is 
made, the non-withdrawal of tlio amount 
furnished, the objects for which .tlio money 
is to be expended, and the fact that tho 
financiering lias boon quickly accomplished 
bore, aud not at some Europoau money 
centre, make it an affair that has deep 
significance in many ways. 

“The money is to bo left bore to bo ex¬ 
pended In purchases of manufactured 
material for the Trans-Siberian Railway 
and other works of public importance 
to Russia. It menus that tills oustomer 
for our groat mlll3 and foundries is to 
be n larger customer than ever; that 
Russia 13 at tho door n3 a buyor, 
and Is depositing a largo sum because 
sho oxpects to glvo larger orders tliau ever 
in tlio 1'utaro—that not only our commer¬ 
cial mnrkot Is ono in which Russia will bo 
a large operator, oil tlio light Side of our 
leJgors, but that »!io finds our financiers 
ready to uoeommodate her, to their joint 
profit, as well.” 


KILLED DAUGHTER AND SWEETHEART 

Glenn Committed a Double Murdeg in a 
Rage and Then Cut His Throat. 

Beliaibe, Ohio (.Special).—James Glenn, 
a farmer of Littlesburg. W. Ya., near hero, 
forbade his seventeen-year-old daughter 
Ellen to keep company with Albert Marsh, 
aged twenty-threo. The father, on re¬ 
turning home a few nights ago, found his 
daughter in company with her sweetheart. 
He orderod the young man to leave. 

Angry words ensued, which resulted in 
Glenn going into another room wlioro he 
secured n doublcd-barrelled shotgun with 
which bo attempted to shoot Marsh, nis 
daughter rushed between them, the shot 
taking effect in her neck and head, killing 
her instantly. Marsli received tlio con¬ 
tents of tlie othor barrel in tlio nbdomon, 
from which ho died ono hoar afterward. 
Glen then cut his throat from oar to oar 
dying in u foiv minutes.

May Form Nucleus of Native Army— 
Withdrawal of American Forces. 

Wasiiisotoh, D. 0. (Special).—It is un¬ 
derstood to be the purpose of tbo War De¬ 
partment, in cnrryiug out its already an¬ 
nounced policy ot reducing tlie forces of 
A norleau troops In Cuba, to begin within 
six weeks tlio reduction of tlio present 
for 36 of 9,000 to about 5000, which limit 
will bereaehod by the beginning ot sum¬ 
mer. 

Tlio Disposition is under consideration to 
organize three complete Cuban regiments, 
with Cuban officers, to replace tbo United 
States troops in garrisons, and to form the 
nucleus of the Cuban army which would 
exist when tbo island passes from the Unit¬ 
ed States control.

FILIPINOS NOT CONQUERED. 


Pretended Supporters of America Trai¬ 
tors to This Country. 

A iipnila special sa£S: Reports 
reach the Associated Press froffi vari¬ 
ous sources, including array pfticerS 
and the heads of commercial houses 
with agents throughout the islands, 
of continued activity among the in¬ 
surgents, who are endeavoring to 
keep alive the armed opposition to 
the sovereignty of the United States 
and are planning to continue the in¬ 
surrection with guerilla warfare on a 
larger scalo when the rainy season 
begins. 

A person holding a position second 
only to that of the governor genera), 
says he is convinced that the insur¬ 
gent organisation has been remark¬ 
ably rehabilitated during tlie past 
month, particularly iii tile hdfthofn 
portion. lie says the^- have « ssfccrfet 
organization patterned after Katipti- 
nan, methods in tho strongest garri¬ 
soned towns, affording perfect means 
of communication, and that the ma¬ 
chinery is managed from Mauila, 
some of the leaders being Filippinos 
pretending to bo supporters of she 
American administration, and many 
of the municipal governments in 
stalled by tho army forming part of 
tho machinery. 

A fresh issue of insurgent pam¬ 
phlets is being circulated, asserting 
that the American promises of good 
government are merely a mask for 
commercial exploitation of the Phil¬ 
ippines’ quoting Senator Beveridge’s 
speech and an editorial from a Wash¬ 
ington newspaper headed, “Let Us 
Be Honest.” 


CLASH WITH REBELS. 


Twenty-four Filipinos Were Killed nml 
Thirty Wounded. 

A cable dispatch from Manila says : 
Colonel Anderson, with the Thirty- 
eighth Infantry, employing the in¬ 
surgent’s own tactics, has ambushed 
the enemy near Batangas. 

Through spies Colonel Anderson 
learned that a detachment of insur¬ 
gents would pass a certain road. lie 
posted his soldiers concealed among 
the trees lining the road, and when 
the enemy arrived tlie Americans 
opened fire unexpectedly, killing 
twenty-four insurgents, wounding 
thirty and capturing several. Some 
arms and ammunition were also cap¬ 
tured. 

Tho effect of this blow has been 
salutary. The enemy in that locality 
are dismayed. 

STARVING NATIVES 


Of Porto Rico Will Bo Aided by tho 
Emergency War Fund. 

A special from Washington says: 

“To relieve the great distress in 
Porto Rico caused by the hurricano, 
Secretary Root, by direction of tho 
president, has authorized the use of 
$1,225,000 remaining over from the 
emergency war fund. This authori¬ 
zation was made about ten days ago 
as tlie result of a special report from 
Major-General Davis, showing the 
starving condition of natives.” 


To Tost Flection Laws. 

An important conference of repre¬ 
sentative Afro-Americans was held in 
Washington Saturday, at which tho 
testing of tho suffrage law legisla¬ 
tion of the southern states, especial¬ 
ly Louisiana, was thoroughly dis¬ 
cussed. 

The conference endorsed the action 
of the National Afro-American coun¬ 
cil in determining to bring to a final 
test the constitutionality of the suf¬ 
frage clause of the Louisiana consti¬ 
tution, and a sufficient amount of 
money was raised to insure the insti¬ 
tution of a proper case in Louisiana, 
and to see that it reaches the United 
States supreme court for final adju¬ 
dication if necessary. 


Contest Case Comes Up. 

In the house of representatives Sat¬ 
urday the desk of Representative 
Epes, who died Friday, was hung 
with crepe and covered with a pro¬ 
fusion of flowers, lilies, roses and 
carnations. The chaplain, in his in¬ 
vocation, made feeling reference to 
the death of Mr. Epes, who died after 
an operation for appendicitis. 

It had been intended to proceed 
with the Aldrich-Robbins contested 
election case, but unanimous consent 
was given to vacate the order hereto¬ 
fore made and postpone the final vote 
until next Tuesday, tlie debate con¬ 
tinuing Monday and Tuesday. 


Terry Defeated For Re-Flection. 

A special from Little Rock, Ark., 
says: Congressman W. L. Terry 
lias been defeated for re-election 
by Hon. Charles C. Reid, of Morrill- 
ton. Tho primaries held in Yell 
county settled the matter beyond 
further doubt. Telegrams received 
in Little Rock from Dardanell, Dan¬ 
ville, Ola and several other Yell 
county points indicate that Reid car¬ 
ried the day by fully 400 majority.

Superintendent of Education Dead 
No Deaths in.Convict Department. 
Illicit Stills Destroyed. 

Other News Items. 


Superintendent of Education Aber¬ 
crombie lias issued the following cir 
cular letter to tlio teachers of the 
state in regard to state institutions 
and the holding of tlie quarterly ex- 
atuihatlotis: . 

'‘The idea seems to prevail In some 
counties llirft the new examination 
la# abolished the County board of 
edutatibh. This is tin errhneotls no¬ 
tion. The law efiatirig the cotltlty 
board of education was repealed only 
in so far as it related to the exami¬ 
nation and certification of teachers 
The county board stilt exists for tho 
purpose of organizing and maintain¬ 
ing teachers’ institutes. (See sec 
tions 8588 8590, 8591, 8592, 8598 ol 
the code o’ 1S£6.) 

“Tlie .aw says that every teacher 
holding a certificate is a member of 
ilie institute, and that not less than 
three meetings shall be held annual¬ 
ly, one of which must be in the month 
of September. A greater number of 
meetings may be held. It is the 
duty of teachers to attend every 
meeting, and Ihoy should'close school 
for that purpose if necessary. The 
time spent in institute should be 
counted in quarterly reports. 

“A failure upon the part the 
teacher to perform his duty in the 
matter of attending institutes is 
cause for the cancellation of his cer¬ 
tificate. 

“Complaints have reached this de¬ 
partment that many teachors fail to 
attend the institutes regularly—some 
do nob attend at all. If township 
trustees will refuso to make and 
county trustees refuse to approve con¬ 
tracts with such teachors, grounds 
for such complaints will soon cease 
to exist. 

“You will be requested at the end 
of each scholastic year to report to 
this department tho number of insti¬ 
tutes held, and tlie names of those 
teachers who have not attended,as re¬ 
quired by law, that tho regulation 
concerning the cancellation of certifi¬ 
cates may be enforced. 

“Tlie state hoard of examiners has 
been greatly troubled by teachers 
giving and receiving assistance on 
tlio examination. In a number of 
instances two or more applicants 
have submitted answers exactly aliko, 
word for word, sentence for sentence, 
paragraph for paragraph, mistake 
for mistake. Excepting in giving 
definitions, this is impossible in tlie 
absence of. communicalion between 
applicants. Hereafter it will be the 
policy of tlie board of examiners to 
reject, without explanation or inves 
ligation, all applicants whoso papers 
show unmistnkublo evidence of fraud 
of this nature. 

“The object of tlio law will be 
avcided unless county superintend¬ 
ents are diligent in tlie matter of 
preventing fraud in tho examination. 
The state pays them for this service, 
and they are expected to perform it 
faithfully and conscientiously.” 


No Doatlis in February. 

The convict department lias report¬ 
ed another clear record for the month 
of February in the death rate. Ac¬ 
cording to the report not a single 
death occurred in the prisons during 
the month. Dr. W. II. Blako, the 
department physician, saicl this 
morning that this was a phenomenal 
record. 


Moonshiners Arrested. 

Deputy Collector John F. Lanier 
lias reported the seizure and desttuc- 
t-ion of two illicit stills in Jackson 
county, near Trenton. No arrests 
were made, but warrants have been 
sworn out against Harrison, Koni- 
more and James McElgin, the alleged 
owners of the stills. 


Direct Vote in Bibb County. 

The executive committee of the 
democratic party for Bibb county has 
ordered a primary for tho nomination 
of county offices. The committee or¬ 
dered the names of candidates for 
United States senator to be placed ou 
the tickots to he voted for in tlio pri¬ 
mary election. 

Suparintendent of Education Dead. 

Charles P. Robertson, superintend¬ 
ent of education of Lawrence county, 
died a few days ago at Moulton. 
Mr. Robertson was elected by the re¬ 
publicans in 1898, and his term would 
havo expired next September. 


New Building-s in Birmingham. 

During the month of February 
there were issued by Chief Mullin, of 
the fire department, seventeen build¬ 
ing permits, calling for building, re¬ 
pair work and other improvements 
to the value of $85,840. The largest 
permit was for the addition to the 
Louisville & Nashville freight depot 
placed at $12,000. 


DEED OF A CRAZY MAN. 

Alflrdefod His Guard and Fatally Injured 
the Sheriff. 

A crazy man named J. B. Campbell 
was put in the Chilton county jsil at 
Clanton Saturday, preparatory lo 
Sending him to the lunatic asylum at 
Ttlskaloosa. He was locked up in 
tho Corridor, and a negro named Jen 
kins', tfnO Of the prisoners, was de 
tailed to watch him: during the night. 
In the morning when Sheriff J, T, 
Cooley went to the jail to feed the 
prisoners, on opening the door lie 
was accosted by Campbell with the 
announcement that he (Campbell) 
had killed the negro and would do 
the samo for tho officer if tlie latter 
entered. The sheriff did not regard 
tho threat seriously and did not 
believe tho negro had been 
killed. Drawing his pistol, he walked 
into tlio corridor, and had hardly 
stepped inside when Campbell struck 
him on tho head with a club, knock¬ 
ing him to the floor and beating him 
into insensibility. Seeing the officer 
down and the jail door open the mad 
man mado a break for the door and 
escaped to the woods on a run. The 
alarm was given and several persons 
ran to tho jail. There they found the 
negro Jenkins dead with liis skull 
broken from blows inflicted by the 
club which Campbell wielded. Sheriff 
Cooley was unconscious and had 
wounds on tlie head which it is be¬ 
lieved will causohis death, as concus¬ 
sion of the brain was found to be ap¬ 
parent. Campbell was captured. 

Prominent Attorney Falla Demi. 

Hon. L. Y. Lipscombe fell to the 
floor in tlie circuit court room at 
Bessemer last weok and expired in a 
few minutes, death resulting from a 
catarrhal affection, from which lie 
had been a sufferer for several years. 

At the time of his death Mr. Lips¬ 
combe was ongaged in the trial of a 
case and a moment before he was 
overcome he had arisc-n and request 
ed Judge A. A. Coleman, who occu¬ 
pied the bench, to deliver certain 
charges to the jury. YVhilo thus 
upon his feet he suddenly appeared 
to grow weak and sat down in his 
chair. He arose, however, and start¬ 
ed as though lo leave tho courtroom, 
but stagged a few steps and then 
foil to the floor a corpse. 

Mr. Lipscombe was elected solici¬ 
tor for tlie city of Bessemor in T893, 
and in the following year was elocted 
to tlie legislature. He was again 
elected to the legislature in 1896. 
He wa3 a lawyer of marked ability 
and enjoyed a fine practice. The de¬ 
ceased was 45 years of age, having 
been horn in Sumt.er county on 
March 16, 1855.

Colonel Henry A. Garrett, one of 
Alabama’s most distinguished law¬ 
yers, died at his home in Dadeville, 
Sunday, Colonel Garrett was 70 years 
old at the time of his death, He 
was well known to the judges of 
Alabama, and was regarded by them 
as an authority on many legal ques¬ 
tions.

ENORMOUS EXTENSION. 


Temiensoc Coal and iron Company Will 

Increase I s Capital to $23,04)0,000. 

The slocklioldors of tho Tonnessoe 
Coal and Iron Company havo received 
a circular stating that two-thirds of 
the holders of tho preferred stock 
have agreed lo accept an exchange 
on a basis of 180 shares of common 
for 100 shares of the preferred. Tlie 
executive committee of tho company 
hns declared the plan operative and 
lias increased the capital stock to 
$28,000,000, all common sloqk. 

According lo this circular it is tho 
plan to sell $1,200,000 of the new 
common stock for cash. Tho com¬ 
pany proposes to acquire tlirco Shef¬ 
field furnaces, 370 coke ovens and 
72,000 acres of coal lands. Tho 
stockholders will vote upon tho prop¬ 
osition at the annual mooting to ho 
held on March 13, next. 


RISING IS FEARED IN HAVANA. 


Correspondent Snya All Is Not Sereno in 
Cuba’s Capita’. 

Bearing upon the Washington dis¬ 
patch telling of some fear that every¬ 
thing is not serene in Havana, the 
following from a Havana correspond¬ 
ent is of interest: 

“I have inside information that 
thero is to be a rising on tlie island 
ero long. Lately thero has been a 
great demand for spurs, machetes 
and hammocks, tho three principal 
implements of Cuban warfare. Sev¬ 
eral of the stores have sold out their 
entire stock of these goods.” 


Clark Inveatigration Closed. 

Just beforo the adjournment of the 
senate committee on elections Fri¬ 
day, both tho prosecution and tho 
defense in tho investigation of tho 
election of Senator Clark, of Montana, 
announced that they had concluded 
the presentation of testimony. Tlio 
investigation begun January '5, and 
up to date a hundred wilnossos have 
been examined. Their testimony 
will fill between 2,400 and 2,500 
puges. The expense to tho govern¬ 
ment so far has been about $27,000. 


J.nrgc Sale of Fertilizer Tilers. 

Commissioner of Agriculture Stev¬ 
ens, of Georgia, says the department 
l as sold on a reasonable estimate 
one million more fertilizer lags this 
year than last. ‘This indicates,” 
says tho commissioner, “that tho 
farmers aro sowing every available 
pieco of ground they have in cotton.” 
In a few daysthoy will be plowing up 
the oat fields where the crop ap¬ 
pears to be injured and will plant i't 
in cotton. 


Amendment to Goebel Election Law. 

The Johnson hill amending the 
Goebel election law in Kentucky by 
removing the party emblems from 
tlie ballots was advanced in the house 
Saturday and this is construed by 
democratic leaders to mean that this 
will be the only amendment to tlio 
law at this session .

But there is 
one thing certain, 1 arn never going 
to that place any' more, as soon as 
I opened my eyes in the hospital, 
and found that I was alive and on 
earth once more I iinir.diately gave 
my heart to God, and I am going to 
live and die a Christian, while this 
terrible sight of hell can never be 
banished from my memory, neith¬ 
er can the beautiful things of the 
golden city that I saw. I am going 
to meet my dear old mother after 
awhile. 

To be permitted to sit down on 
the banks of that beautiful river, 
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to wander with those angels across 
the plains, through the vales and 
over the hills carpeted with fra¬ 
grant flowers, the beauty of which 
far surpasses anything that mortal 
can imagine; to listen to the songs 
of the saved, all this will more 
than compensate me for living a 
Christian life here on earth, even 
though I have to forego many sen¬ 
sual pleasures in which I indulged 
before coming to this prison, I 
have abandoned my companions in 
crime, and am going to associate 
with good people when I am once 
more a free man. 

After he got through with his 
wonderful story I asked him if he 
was going to tell others of his ex¬ 
perience when he got out. His re¬ 
ply was, “that people would not be¬ 
lieve him and he would keep it to 
himself.” 

Should this true story fall in his 
hands and he should read his expe¬ 
rience while in Hell for’forty-eight 
hours, it will no doubt surprise 
him. I give the account to the 
readers just as I received it from 
Lenox.

SCIENCE AND INDUSTRY. 

The conversion of the flintiest, 
roughest limestone into soft, white 
wool is one of the wohders of the cen¬ 
tury which will shortly appear in a 
practical way to the manufacturer. 

The latest calculation of the veloc¬ 
ity and direction of the sun’s motion 
in space is by Professor Simon New¬ 
comb. He estimates that the solar 
system is being carried in a northerly 
direction at the rate of 16 1-2 kilo¬ 
metres - a little over 10 miles—per 
second. The point toward which we 
are moviug is withiu a very few de¬ 
grees of the extraordinarily bright 
star Vega in the constellation of Lyra. 

One hospital in New York City has 
adopted a camera to record minutely 
the action of patients in epileptic fits 
and similar afflictions, and many raov- 
ing pictures have been taken showing 
the movements in walking of persons 
afflicted with locomotor ataxia. They 
aro produced slowly on the screen, so 
that physicians are enabled to study 
the symptoms carefully. Moving pic¬ 
tures have been taken in Vienna show¬ 
ing operations beiug performed by 
great surgeons.

Sir John Murray recently summed 
up the latest discoveries concerning 
the oceau.

Advices from tjte KlflMike are to 
the effect that tne most useful and 
efficient beasts of burden for the con¬ 
veyance of the mails and all Manner 
of supplies from one part of the Yu¬ 
kon territory to another during the 
long Arctic winter, are the Esquimau 
or Labrador dogs collected here two 
years ago by Canadian Government 
agents and shipped from Quebec to 
Dawson City. The scientists who have 
made the closest study of these dogs 
regard them as the purest spebihiens 
extant of the parent caiiifife ^Vock, .un¬ 
altered fey human experiments, ind in 
appearftlide such as Adam might have 
named in the Garden of Eden'. 

In its native wilds, the .Voic? oif the 
Esquimau dog ! s not a bark but a long 
nieianth'oiy howl. The similarity of ap¬ 
pearance between this dog and the bar. 
ren-ground wolf is very great. Notwith¬ 
standing the fact that these dogs will 
cohabit with wolves, the conclusion of 
some observers that they are really on¬ 
ly domesticated wolves is not general¬ 
ly accepted, in spite of the power of 
reproduction of their kind that is cred-- 
ited to the hybrid offspring of the two 
animals. Wild dogs are known to ex¬ 
ist in many other countries. The 
ajuara of South America, the dhole of 
India, and the dingo of Australia all 
bear a close resemblance to one an- 
other, and to the Arctic American dogs 
in the most essential particuihfS-. As 
wild dogs do therefore exist ifetiilet 
from Wolves, it is MOre reasonable I'd 
attribute to them the Esquimau Va¬ 
riety and the huskies of the Arctic 
coasts, though both these last may 
have inherited their very wolfish ap¬ 
pearance from Crosses. 

Whatever the origin of these animals 
they are a necessity to tlie aboriginal 
dwellers in tlie dreary wilds of the far 
north. They are the only beasts of 
burden and a train or team of three 
good dogs will haul a load of 500 
pounds. Their life is a hard oue. The 
only caress bestowed upon them by 
their master is a blow or a kick. Their 
food is usually the trash too wretched 
for the far from uice stomach of a 
Chippewa or a Montagnais Indian. A 
fat dog is seldom nor never seen among 
those belonging to the aborigines. Yet 
"’lien an Indian dies it is no uncom¬ 
mon thing to have his principal dog 
either hung from a tree or stake at 
his grave, or buried with him. 

On the barren lands, these Eskimo 
dogs make very good hounds for fol¬ 
lowing caribou in the northeast and 
m o0=e in the northwest, on the crust 
of the snow in spring; for though they 
have not sufficient strength to bring 
down these animals themselves, they 
•etard their progress sufficiently to al

low the approach of the hunter. 

These dogs are of considerable size, 
muscular and well proportioned. The 
cars are small and pointed, and with a 
good breadth of skull between them, 
the muzzle is long and sharp, the eyes 
are placed at angles and not horizon¬ 
tally, the fur is deep and thick, the 
tail bushy, the feet broad and well 
covered, and the color is generally pure 
white, though other shades are not un¬ 
common. The dog has no lack of sa 
gacity and its every look tells of wis 
dom and cunning. It is very sociable 
and fond of its master. When two of 
this breed of dogs begin fighting, tlie 
whole band light upon one of the pair, 
and if not forcibly prevented will tear 
it into pieces. They become very 
ferocious when extremly hungry aud 
have been known to devour children. 

The Hare Indian dog is the race 
domesticated among the Indians of the 
Mackenzie River district. It is char¬ 
acterized by r a narrow, elongated aud 
pointed muzzle, by erect sharp ears, 
and by a bushy tail, not carried erect, 
but only slightly curved upward, as 
well as by fine silky hair mixed with 
thick under fur. Its color is tolerably 
varied in the shades of brown, gray 
blac-lt and white. Of these tints tlie 
darkest are the most rare. Some ob¬ 
servers have supposed this animal to 
be a domesticated white fox, but apart 
from the great difference in size there 
is even less reason for the supposition 
than for that which attributes a com¬ 
mon origin to the wolf and the large 
variety of Esquimau dogs.

Practically no news from the outside 
world, reaeh'es the Transvaal. Wliat 
little is received is, as a rule, so old 
that it has little value. When some 
of the English newspapers arrive at 
Pretoria most, of their contents rela¬ 
tive to the war and to the Boers appear 
to them so ridiculously absurd that the 
local papers copy them iu full in their 
English editions without other com¬ 
ment than 9 short-, )iumpf3u§'editorial, 
_ l’Ht}- jiewspapers. Hi tlVe . Transvaal 
iiavo shown wonderful .enterprise in 
gathering the news of the war, from 
tlie front. With each cpiumando they 
have a correspondent who,.writes wbjep 
lie Is not fighting.... The. prices, of the 
newspapers have been reduced, and 
one at Pretoria distributes free its spe¬ 
cial editions at the homes of the fam¬ 
ilies where the men are absent. On 
tlie whole, the papers seem to stick as 
closely to facts as possible. In a coun¬ 
try as small as the Transvaal news 
travels very quickly, and the news¬ 
papers seem to have adopted the policy 
of raising no hopes which iu a few 
days would be blasted by the news 
contained in the letters of the bur¬ 
ghers to their families, or brought 
back to the people at home by those 
who are continually, travelling to mid 
from the scene of actioii. By sihlply 
watching the natives tiie Boer .gets 
Much infdriilatioil which he .could Hot 
get if lie did not. HHderstand ili'eiii so 
well. 

In Natal the “raw” Kaffirs were tt 
perfect index t’d the movements of .the 
British Hoops. Those wlio have had 
experience in South Africa know what 
a wonderful system the Kaffirs have 
of transmitting news. Or, rather, few 
people know what the system is, but 
know that every Kaffir knows all the 
news within several hundred miles of 
his kraal almost as quickly as though 
he had a telegraph system. As an 
example, Gen. White's forces made no 
movement about Ladysmith that the 
Kaffirs in their kraals, even within the 
Boer lines, did not seem to know in 
advance. For instance, not a single 
sortie was made out of Ladysmith in 
force that the Kaffirs did not know in 
time to give warning by their actions 
ns to what tlie movement was to be. 
Kaffirs at Pretoria who cannot read a 
word aro often the first to give infor¬ 
mation as to the movements along 
some of the borders. Many Kaffirs 
have been captured who were attempt¬ 
ing to leave some of the various be- 
siezed garrisons with news to the ad¬ 
vancing column of the British. They 
invariably tell other Kaffirs where they 
are going, and this news soon readies 
(he ears of a Boer in the vicinity 
through one of his servants. 

In these ways tlie news as to the 
operations of the Boers is very quick 
to reach the people who remain at 
home. The Transvaal government 
claims to have adopted the policy of 
giving out in its official reports the 
exact facts as to military engagements. 

I saw nothing in the campaign in Na¬ 
tal which differed from what tlie Gov¬ 
ernment officially reported, and I know 
it is a fact that the people generally, 
botli at home and in its various laagers, 
place the fullest confidence In these re¬ 
ports. In tliis way there is a remark¬ 
able scarcity of wild rumors to excite 
(lie citizens. Each telegraph office 
throughout the republic posts a bul¬ 
letin as soon as an engagement takes 
place, and in many instances the es¬ 
sential movement of a battle are in 
Pretoria shortly after they occur. The 
news of a great victory is received in 
Pretoria simply as a matter of fact, for 
which praise aud thanks are given. 
Individually, the burghers, even at the 
front, display no enthusiasm of the 
usual military kind after a signal vie- 
tory. They are simply surprised when 
they learn that you entertain a doubt 
as to the outcome of tlie engagement.

He has se¬ 
cured more than four aud one-half tons 
of anchors and chains. One big one 
weighed 2,300 pounds. YVhat lie has 
secured is worth about 5200, not a 
bad mouth’s work in the dull season. 


Duration of Modern Wars. 

The unexpected protraction of the 
Boer war need not alarm Englishmen, 
since much longer wars have been 
fought by them withiu this century. 
Napoleon declared war against Eng¬ 
land in May, 1803, the previous war 
between the two countries having only 
terminated by tho Treaty of Amiens in 
October, 1801. The war of 1803 lasted 
till April, 1814, when Paris surrender¬ 
ed to the Allies, and Napoleon was 
sent as a prisoner to Elba, where he 
arrived on May 4. He escaped from 
Elba in March, 1815, and recommenced 
the war, which finally terminated with 
Napoleon's defeat at the Battle of 
Waterloo, on June 18, 1815, having 
lasted nearly twelve years. Napoleon 
was sent as prisoner to St. Helena, 
where ho died in 1821. The European 
power that has been most at war dur¬ 
ing the century has been Turkey— 
thirty-eight years of it, as against six¬ 
ty-two of peace. The second on the 
list is Spain, with thirty-two years of 
warfare, uot counting her last fatal 
campaign. Then come France, with 
twenty-seven years; Russia, with 
twenty-four, and Italy, with twenty- 
three. Great Britain has had no less 
than twenty-one. Germany, not 
counting Prussia, follows with four 
teen; Sweden, with ten, and Denmark, 
with nine. Our own country during 
this century lias escaped with three 
foreign wars, one civic strife, the 
Philippine insurrection and a baker’s 
dozen of Indian campaigns, tlie long¬ 
est of which was tlie Seminole War.— 
Collier’s Weekly.

DUTCH RISE IN CAPE COLONY. 


General Roberta A* ins a Victory by 
Strategy-Drives tho Boers Out of 
Well-Made Trenches at Os Ton tel n 
Wif/li Little Loss—Rebel lion of tho 
Dutch Spreads iu Cape Colony. 

London (By Cable)—General Roberts’s 
cavalry under General French have re¬ 
peated the tactics which drove General 
Cronje from Magersiontoin, compel¬ 
ling Commnndants Do Wet aud Dnlnrey 
to withdraw the Boer army which had in¬ 
trenched itself opposite tue British at Os- 
foutoin. 

The War Office has received tho follow- 
ng dispatches from Lord Roberts: 

“Poplar Grove, Wednesday.—We had a 
very successful day and have completely 
routed the enemy, who nre in full retreat. 

“Tho position which they occupied is ox- 
tremely strong and cunningly arranged 
with a second line of intrenohments,which

Detail From Police anil Detective Depart- 
partinents Necessary to Guard the 
Collection, Valued at $50,000. 


Philadelphia (Special). — Never was 
there such a wedding as that oi Miss Kur- 
lene Theresa Ashbridge, stepdaughter oi 
Mayor Samuel H. Ashbridge, to Schuyler 
Armstrong, one of tho promineut young 
undertakers iu Philadelphia. 

It was a purely political wodding. To 
it was hidden every man iu Philadelphia 
who had, has or hopes to have political in¬ 
fluence, and an invitation was equivalent 
to a present.

“The fighting was practically gonflned to 
tho cavalry division, which, as usual, did 
exceedingly well, and General French re¬ 
ports that iho horso artillery batteries did 
groat execution among tbo enemy. 

“Our casualties were about fifty. I ro- 
grot to say Hint Lieutenant Keswick was 
killed and Lieuteaaut Bailey was severely 
wounded; both of tho Twelfth Lnucers. 
Lieutenant De Crespiguy, of tho Second 
Lifo Guards, was severely wounded. 

“Generals Do Wot and Dolaroy com¬ 
manded the Boer forces.” 

Earlier in tho day Lord Roberts sent tho 
following: 

“Osfontein.— Our operations to-day 
promiso to be a great succo:?s. The enemy 
occupied a pdSRIon four milos north and 
cloven miles south of the Modder River. I 
placed Goneral Colville's division on tho 
north baDk nnd Generals Kelly-Kenny’s 
and Tucker’s divisions, with cavalry, oa 
tho south bank. Tbo cavalry division suc¬ 
ceeded iu turning tho enemy’s left llauk, 
opening n road for the Sixth Division, 
which is advancing without having been 
obliged to Are a shot up to the present 
time. 

“Tbe enemy aro in full retreat toward 
tbo north and east. They are being close¬ 
ly followed by cavalry, horse artillery and 
mounted infantry, while Tucker’s Seventh 
Division, Colville’s Ninth Division aud tho 
Guards Brigade, under Pole-Oarcw, aro 
making their way across tho river at Pop¬ 
lar’s drift, whoro I propose to place my 
headquarters this evening. 

“Our casualties will, I trust, bo few, as 
the onemy woro qnlto uuprepared for being 
attacked by tbo flank and having their 
communications with Bloemfontein threat¬ 
ened.” 

The only detail that can be added to Gen¬ 
eral Roberts’s lucid account of tho move¬ 
ment i3 that tho Boers abandoned one gun, 
immenso quantities of forage and a largo 
number of tents.

Carnarvon, Caps Colony (By Cable).— 
The rebellion of tbo Colonial Dutch i3 
spreading south from Griqualand West. 
Many Dutch aro reported to have joined 
tiio movemout, including Plot Mooluinu, 
an iuflnoutinl farmer. The Prieska and 
Kenhnrdt borders are patrolled throughout 
by Boors. 

London (By Cable).—A dispatch to a 
news agency from Cape Town says that tho 
number of Colonial Dutch who have risen 
in rebellion in the districts of Prieska nnd 
Kdilhardt is estimated at 3003. Tbo dis¬ 
tricts have been proclaimed Free State ter¬ 
ritory. 

Boers Will Fight to the Death. 

London (By Cable).—A correspondent of 
tbe Daily Nows, who wits captured by tiio 
Boers, but who is now nl Storkstroom, 
having boon released at Bloemfontein by 
bis captors, cables that while at the cupilnl 
of the Orange Free Stale ho had au inter¬ 
view with President Steyn, who said that 
the Boors would light to the last man. Ho 
admitted tiio possibility of Pretoria capit¬ 
ulating, but said it would bo preceded by 
events that would astonish Europe. Ho 
added that the slrugglo In tiio Free State 
would bo child’s play compared with what 
would follow in tho Transvaal.

SMALLPOX KILLS MANY. 

One Hundred Deaths In Six Woolis in a 
Mississippi County. 

Jackson, Miss. (Special).—An official re¬ 
port made to tho Hinds County Board oi 
Supervisors reveals au appalling stato Of 
affairs in tiio Jonesville neighborhood in 
the southern part of the comity. 

Tiie community is liter illv honeycombed 
with smallpox of tbe most virulent ail 
loathsome form, and daring the past sl\ 
weeks nearly 109 deaths have occurred. 
Oa some days the death rate has lioen so 
large that it was impossible to seouro cof¬ 
fins, anil rude caskets were made from rails. 
Whole families have been, wiped out of ex¬ 
istence, and of several largo families only 
one or two children aro left. 

Tne Board of Supervisors will make an 
effort to check further spread, aud carte 
blanche was given to tho physicians to 
purchase supplies aud medicines. A bill 
lor forty-throo coffins us3d within tho past 
two weeks was allowed. 

B ROM O-SELTZER FOR MOUNEUX. 

A. Bottle of the Drug Sont to tho Prison 
For Him. 

Sing Sino, N. Y. (Special).—In the mail 
that came to the Stato prison a lew days 
ago was a bottle of bromo-seltzor addressed 
to Roland B. Molineux, in care of Warden 
Johnson. Besides the address, tho paok- 
age boro the sentence: “Give It to MolR 
ueiix and tell him to brace up.” 

Tho bottle was an original package of 
bromo-seltzer, aud bail apparently never 
been opened. Warden Johnson turned it 
over to Dr. Irvine, tiie prison physician, 
who niter a casual examination said that 
lie oould not tell whether tho package con¬ 
tained anything oi a poisonous or harmful 
nature. Moiineux was not told of the re¬ 
ceipt of tho package.

Social Democrats Nominated tbe Labor 
Leader For the High Office, 

For president, Eugene Victor Debs, 
of Indianapolis; for vice-president, 
Job Harrison, of California. 

This is the national ticket of the 
social democratic party which was 
nominated in Indianapolis Friday, 
and will absorb the Hiliquit-Harrison 
faction of the socialist labor party by 
agreement. ’ 

Tho social democrats say the can¬ 
didacy of Debs will attract hundreds 
of thsusards of voters to their parly. 
They profess to see the beginning of 
a great national victory. 

The convention, in agreeing to 
unite with the socialist labor party, 
retains the psnty name—social dem¬ 
ocratic party. Tho candidates and 
the amalgamation aro to be approved 
by a majority of each party, accord¬ 
ing to the referendum. 

Mr. Debs had positively refused to 
accept the nomination, but finally 
succumbed to persuasion. 


CIVIL GOVERNMENT 


Is Being Instituted Widely By General 
Otis. 

Without awaiting the arrival of the 
new Philippine commission General 
Otis is pressing forward with the in¬ 
stallation of civil governments in tho 
various districts of the Philippines. 
Last August he established munic¬ 
ipal governments in towns within the 
limits of the United States occupa¬ 
tion. Now he has taken steps to 
provide a more systematic and ortho¬ 
dox system of governments. He has 
appointed a board, headed by the 
brightest and most acute lawyer in 
the Philippines, Cayenti Arcliallo. 
and including some of the most ex¬ 
perienced army officers to carry out 
his project. 


Ffglitlng in Fanny Province. 

A Manila special says : Thousands 
of organized insurgents are resisting 
Colonel Houston’s battalion of the 
Nineteenth regiment, at Antique, 
province of Panay, which is the only 
province that Americans do not oc 
cupy. The Americans lost seven 
killed. A battalion from tiio Forty- 
fourth from Iloilo reinforced Hous¬ 
ton’s command. 

One hundred and fifty Tagalos, 
armed with rifles, have surrendered 
at Capiz and have been transferred to 
Luzon. 

Six Americans were killed in an 
ambuscade recently laid, by the Fili¬ 
pinos at Aparri. 


PROMINENT MEN ARRESTED. 


Kentuckians Charged With Complicity 
in tbe Murder of Goebel. 

W. H, Coulton, of Jackson county, 
a clerk in the office of State Auditor 
Sweeney, was arrested and placed in 
jail at Frankfort, Ky., Friday, 
charged with complicity in tiie mur¬ 
der of the late Governor Goebel. 


Literally Torn to Pieces. 


At Owensboro, Ky., Frank Burk¬ 
holder, an employe at the Cellulose 
Works, was caught in a belt and 
wound around a shaft and his body 
literally torn to pieces. The remains 
were scraped together and carried to 
the undertaker’s in a bag. He was 
15 vears of age.

Income From Experiment Station. 
Organizing New Railroads—Far¬ 
mer Shot to Deatii—Florence 
Gets Captured Spanish Gun. 


Florence Gets a Spanish Gun. 

The city of Florence has received 
from the war department one of the 
Spanish cannons captured during the 
late war. Tho gun is of the moun¬ 
tain Howitzer order, being three feet 
aud two inches in length. It has a 
carriage. It was secured through 
the efforts of .Mayor John B. Woakley 
and general Joseph Wheeler. 


Rural Mail Delivery in Lee Counl y. 

The government has decided to es 
tablish another free rural delivery 
route in Lee county, Opelika being 
the only placo in tho state having 
the free delivery of mail in the coun¬ 
try. 

The new route will start at Chem- 
acla, three miles south of Opelika, 
and extend twelve miles. It will 
supply about 1,000 people and will 
prove a great convenience. 


Boy’s Training School to ha Established. 

W. A. White has definitely de¬ 
cided to establish in Anniston a boys’ 
training school, and by the first of 
September he hopes to open the doors 
of the institution to those boys and 
young men of the city who wish to 
thoroughly prepare for a university 
course. 


Iucome From Fxperimont Station. 

Tho president has transmitted to 
congress reports from the agricul¬ 
tural experiment station for the last 
fiscal year. Tho report shows the 
income from the station at Auburn, 
Ala., with a United States appropri¬ 
ation of $15,000, to be: From fertil¬ 
izer, $9,(578.15; farm products, 
$720.65; total, $25,898.80. The in- 
como at tho Alabama Canebrake 
station was: State appropriation, 
$2,500; farm products, $250; total, 
$2,850. 


Prominent Farmer Sbotto Death. 

At an early hour Friday morning 
Sam Lide shot to death Buck John¬ 
ston in the former’s store, at 
Dooley’s, eleven miles south of Mont¬ 
gomery. Both men are prominent 
farmers. Johnston was also justice 
of tho peace in his precinct and a 
prominent candidate for sheriff of 
Montgomery county. The killing 
occurred over an alleged attempt by 
Johnston to assault Lide’s wife. Lide 
went to Montgomery and surrendered 
to the sheriff. 


An Honored Citizen Dropi Dead. 

Hon. Steve Herman, a resident of 
the Bainbridge neighborhood, in Col¬ 
bert county, but at one time a very 
prominent man in Lauderdale coun¬ 
ty, dropped dead in his yard Satur¬ 
day morning. He was about 60 years 
of ago, and was several years ago a 
member of the lower house . 


Making Survey For Railroad. 

Maj. B. B. Gordon and a large 
corps of surveyors are at Oneonta 
making a survey for a railroad. It 
will run to the Underwood coal 
mines, nine miles from Oneonta. It 
is reported that the survey will ex¬ 
tend to Attalla and that the r»ad 
will he extended to that point, 


Machinery Ordered. 

The Martin Cracker Company, 
which was organized in Birmingham 
a few days ago, has placed an order 
with the Roth-McMahon company, 
of Chicago, for the machinery with 
which to equip its factory. The 
order calls for over $7,000 worth of 
machinery, and is for immediate de¬ 
livery. When completed it will be 
one of the best equipped cracker fac¬ 
tories in the country. 


Hardwick Is Badly Wanted. 

A special from Decatur says: “A 
reward of $2,000 lias been offered by 
Miss Bean’s relatives for the arrest 
of John Hardwick, who deserted his 
wife and fled with Miss Bean, a be¬ 
witching young woman 18 years old, 
who was boarding at bis house and 
attending school. The report that 
they sailed for Cuba is now said to 
be untrue, as the relatives feel as¬ 
sured that they are somewhere in 
Florida. Mucli interest is being 
manifested in the affair, as both par¬ 
ties are highly connected.” 


An Old Confederate Soldier Dies. 

There died in Selma last week, at 
tho age of 72, a man who had never 
boen inside of a court house, and had 
never in all his life had a day’s sick¬ 
ness. He served throughout the war 
between tbo states, and was never 
wounded. This man of such remark¬ 
able experience was M. F. Ellis. He 
was taken suddenly ill and went to 
tfje residence of his son, where he 
passed away. Mr. Ellis was born in 
Crawford county, Ga. Ho belonged 
to Company G, of the Ninth Georgia 
regiment, confederate army. 

Organizing a New Railroad. 

Colonel J. M. Falkner, district at 
torney for the Louisville & Nashville, 
is engaged in completing the organi¬ 
zation of the North Alabama rail¬ 
road. He says that since the open¬ 
ing of so many new mineral indus¬ 
tries the scarcity of coal has made 
the opening up of the coal region a 
necessity. For this purpose the 
North Alabama company has been 
formed. The new road will run from 
Phelan, in Cullman county, through 
Jefferson, Walker and into Tuska- 
loosa county. It will be extended to 
Brookwood and three miles beyond. 

Two Women Appointed. 

Governor Johnston has appointed 
Mrs. George C. Ball, of Birmingham, 
and Mrs. Edward L. Russell, of Mo¬ 
bile, as honorary members of the 
board of women managers for the 
Pan-American exposition to be held 
in Buffalo, N. Y., from May 1 to No¬ 
vember 1, 1901. The director general 
of the exposition requested the gov¬ 
ernor to make two appointments. 
The board of women managers will 
consist of twenty-five women to be 
appointed from the state of New 
York, with two honorary members 
from each stat? in the union. 

Negro Killed in SoJma. 

A. B. Lott and Johnny Marshall, 
two negroes working in the market 
house in Selma, became engaged in a 
friendly dispute, when Lott threw a 
long steel knife sharpener at Mar¬ 
shall, which Marshall dodged, and 
threw the steel back at Lott, sticking 
the steel in Lott’s head near the left 
ear and penetrating three inches, 
killing him. Marshall was captured. 


Brandou Goes to "Washington. 

Adjutant General Brandon is in 
Washington in the interest of secur¬ 
ing a larger appropriation from the 
war department for the Alabama 
National Guards. Tho military ap¬ 
propriation bill, which has. been in¬ 
troduced in congress, and in which 
all adjutant generals aro interested, 
is of special importance to Alabama. 
It contains an item which was insert¬ 
ed by Representative Underwood, ap¬ 
propriating $8,000 to pay for the tents 
that were turned over to the federal 
government by the state. Colonel 
Brandon says that it has been decided 
to hold an encampment of tho state 
guard this year. 


Million-Dollar Bridge Works. 

One of the most important deals 
since tho boom days was closed at 
New Decatur Saturday between the 
Decatur Land Company and Frank 
Conger, of the Groton Bridge Works, 
of New York. The latter purchased 
the old United States Rolling Stock 
Works, and will erect a million-dol- 
lar bridge works tlieron at once. The 
company will reach out for trade in 
Cuba, Porto Rico and all South Amer¬ 
ican countries whon their plant here 
is in operation. They could not 
handle the trade of these countries 
successfully with this plant in the 
far east. The erection of this mam¬ 
moth plant means much for the fu¬ 
ture of New Decatur, as it will place 
her iu the column along with the 
leading manufacturing cities of tho 
south. 


AVhoeler’s Resignation Found. 

It appears that General Wheeler 
did tender his resignation last fall. 
It was dated November 28, at a place 
called Paniqui, on the island of Lu¬ 
zon, and was not cabled, but came 
by the slow process of tho mails. 
Moreover, it did not come directly to 
the war department, but went to the 
white house, where it has been re¬ 
posing since its arrival in Washing¬ 
ton. The general’s resignation was 
not accepted promptly by the presi¬ 
dent out of consideration for the 
officer. Instead he was ordered to 
report to the war department at 
Washington. 

Another Gold Company. 

It is said the stockholders of the 
Dahlonega Consolidated Gold Mining 
Co. at Dahlonega, Ga., will organize a 
new gold mining and milling com¬ 
pany to be capitalized at $5,000,000. 
It is said this new company will be 
known as the Standard, and that the 
promoters hold by deed or portion 
5,000 acres of mineral lands for 
their enterprise. 


State Officers for Whom Warrants 
Were Issued Made 1 ffort to Escape. 


ARRESTED IU DISGUISE AT L X1NGT0N 


Squad of Militia With Them Overawed 
by Armed Civil Officers—Judge 

Field Upholds Democratic 
Contestants. 

A Saturday’s special from Frank¬ 
fort, Ky., says: 

Tho situation hero reached a point 
of excitement today almost approach¬ 
ing that of the stirring times after 
the assassination of Governor Goebel. 

Secretary of State Caleb Powers 
and Captain Davis, for whom warrants 
were issued today, charging complic¬ 
ity in the murder of Governor Goebel, 
after spending tho day in tho state 
house, to which tho civil officers 
bearing the warrants were refused 
admittance by the soldiers on duty, 
tonight loft town in disguise. Powers 
and Davis slipped aboard a Chesa¬ 
peake & Ohio train, at 8 o’clock, and 
speeded toward Lexington. A crowd 
of soldiers, coming from toward tiie 
mansion at a double quick, caught 
the train just beforo it pulled opts. 
With them were Powers ,and Davis, 
dressed in soldiers’ uniforms, and be¬ 
fore the guard of deputy sheriffs be¬ 
came aware of what was going on the 
train left. 

The plan of escape was so neatly 
laid and executed that it took the 
police and big forco of deputy sheriffs 
appointed to guard the entranco to 
the capitol grounds and prevent their 
escape off their feet, when they real¬ 
ized what had occurred. 

Chief of Police Williams immedi¬ 
ately sont telegrams to_ Lexington, 
Midway and all stations along the 
route, notifying officers of tho escape 
and ordoring them to be on the look¬ 
out. The train makes no stops be¬ 
tween here and Lexington, but theso 
steps were taken in the event they 
should compel tho train crew to stop 
the train between hero and thero for 
arrests. 

Fxcitlngr Scone at Lexington. 

On the arrival of the Chesapeake 
and Ohio train from Frankfort Sec¬ 
retary of State-Powers and Capitol 
Policeman Davis and Lieutenant 
Peak were arrested by the Lexington 
police and the sheriff and deputies. 
Thero was a large force of officers 
awaiting them. Powers and Davis 
still wore the uniforms of soldiers 
and Davis had on falso whiskers. 
There was a wild scene when tiio 
officers broke into the car, and re¬ 
volvers were drawn by ail, but tbe 
small squad of soldiers were greatly 
outnumbered by the police forco and 
the large forco of deputies with the 
sheriff, and tho arrest was effected 
without difficulty. 

In the inside pocket of each man 
was found a pardon from Governor 
W. S. Taylor, duly signed and seal¬ 
ed. Attorney W. G. Dunlap, Post¬ 
master Clay Elkin nnd Attorney R. 
C. Stoll called on Secretary of State 
Powers later, and to the Associated 
Press correspondent they stated that 
Powers told Dunlap substantially 
that he was not fleeing from arrest. 
He was simply getting away from 
Frankfort to avoid lying in jail as 
Whittaker lias done; Hint ho had 
nothing lo fear from arrest, as lie 
was not guilty of the charge, and 
that he wivr going to Barboursville, 
in the Eleventh congressional dis¬ 
trict, where Taylor’s jurisdiction was 
fully recognized. 

Captain Davis had little to say to 
them except that he thought he had 
made a mistake in leaving home; 
that he had nothing to foar from a 
trial. Neither explained his disguise. 


IN FAVOR OF DEMOCRATS. 


Jutlgo Fields of I lie Circuit Court Decides 
Beclilinm le Governor. 

A decision sustaining the conten¬ 
tion of the democrats of Kentucky 
that the legislature is the tribunal 
designated by tho constitution for 
the determination of the contests for 
the offices of governor and lieuten¬ 
ant-governor was handed down in 
the circuit court Saturday by Judge 
Fields. 

The republicans will appeal (he 
case to the state court of appeals, 
and if the decision there is against 
them they will try to get a hearing 
beforo the United States supreme 
court. 


Mississippi Land Litieratiou Ends. 

The Mississippi senate has passed 
a bill authorizing the compromise ol 
the famous suits involving the title 
to nearly four hundred thousand 
acres of land in tho Mississippi Delta 
valley at practically $5,000,000.

Gold seekers naturally constitute a 
very mobile population, and move¬ 
ments of this kind are among the 
things to be expected, though a little 
while ago few imagined that such a 
change iis that indicated in the press 
dispat lies would take place so soon. 
A striking incident of the exodus, 
and one which throws a strong light 
upon tho character of tho population, 
is the contemplated movement of the 
largest playhouse in Dawson to the 
Cape Nome region, a distance of 2,000 
miles. 

California is falling into line in 
calling for tho adoption of the metric 
system. The San Francisco Call con¬ 
cludes a carefully written exposition 
of tho subject with the statement: 
“Neither tho United States nor Great 
Britain, nor both combined, can force 
their clumsy medieval method of 
weighing and measuring upon the 
world in tho face of the excellent 
decimal system which the French 
have introduced and made popular 
throughout Europe. Sooner of later 
we must come to it, and it would ap¬ 
pear that the sooner we do it the 
better.” 

Last year there passed through the 
Sault Ste. Marie canals 25,255,810 
tons of freight—the wheat, coru, oats 
flour, iron ore, copper and lumber of 
the great Northwest, aud the coal, 
manufactures and miscellaneous mer¬ 
chandise of the East, This enormous 
traffic, amounting to nearly one-half 
of the annual freightage of all the 
railroads in the Lake Superior region 
is increasing annually by leaps aud 
bounds—doubling, in fact, in every 
five years. It is a fair and significant 
indication of the material prosperity 
of the Northwest, and a continual ob¬ 
ject lesson in the supreme advantages 
of cheap water transportation. 

The great danger of contagion which 
lies in books from circulating libraries 
has often been spoken of. It is a 
common thing for these books to find 
their way into the rooms of inva’ids, 
especially into those cccupied by 
ehronio patients. The state board of 
health of Michigan reports the death 
from consumption of twenty depart¬ 
ment clerks whose work had been in 
certain volumes of records. The 
books wore found by examining bacte¬ 
riologists to be full of tubercle bacilli, 
and it is believed that they became 
thus infected from a clerk who had 
consumption, and who was known to 
have habitually moistened his thumb 
with saliva when he turned a page. 


The town of McAlostcr, in the In¬ 
dian Territory, has a population of 
more than soveu thousand, all of thorn 
squatters, who hope that eventually 
the Federal Government will ratify 
their title, to the property of which 
they have taken possession. They 
have no mayor, no town marshnl, no 
aldermen, no police. There never 
was a survey of the ground made for 
town purposes. Yet they have built 
up fine residences, for a frontier settle¬ 
ment; tho houses are built in rows 
that leave wide and fairly regular 
streets; the people lead moral lives 
and are law-abiding in spirit, though 
there are no particular laws for them 
to abide by. A stranger in the city 
would never suspept that the place 
was not fully organized and furnished 
with all the modern municipal ma¬ 
chinery. 

It is a strange anomaly to find 
Great Britain, *the home of Ihe emi¬ 
grant, threatened by the immigrant, 
yet such is the * case. Industrial ac¬ 
tivity and the increase in wages in the 
United Kingdom have attracted hordes 
of Continental labor. One month 
alone about four thousand immigrants 
arrived, a large increase on the 
average. The Globe of London plain¬ 
tively remarks: When the present 
wave of industrial prosperity is suc¬ 
ceeded by a wavo of adversity we 
shall have on our hands a multitude 
of foreigners, eagerly competing for 
the bread which ought by right to 
nourish the native born. Wo have 
no legislative machinery for sifting 
out pauper aliens and returning them 
to their own countries, as they have 
in the United States. 

Courtesy to fellow passengers has 
been commended and encouraged by 
the United States Circuit Court of 
Appeals (Eighth Circuit) in the case 
of Trumbull Erickson. John Erick¬ 
son, a passenger on a Union Pacific, 
Denver and Gulf Railway Company 
train, gave his seat to two old and 
infirm women, and then stood in the 
aisle. The car was crowded, and 
Erickson found himself pushed out 
on the platform. Going around a 
curve ho was jolted oft He suod and 
got judgment. The Appellato Court, 
in affirming tho judgment, said: “The 
defendant, in effect, asked the court 
to declare as u matter of law that, 
when an able-bodied passenger in a 
crowded car surrenders his scat to an 
infirm old person, he is guilty of an 
act of negligence. It is a matter of 
overyday occurrence for passengers 
on crowded siroet-cars to surrender 
their seats to women, and to men as 
well, who nre old, crippled, and in¬ 
firm; aud this practice obtains under 
like circumstances on passenger-cars 
on railroads, also. While tho law 
does not make it obligatory upon 
passengers to do this, the consensus 
of opinion in the country does; and 
ono failing to extend this courtesy, 
under the circumstances that existed 
iu this case, would justly subject him¬ 
self to public scorn and censure, It 
is an net of courtesy which is prac¬ 
tised and approved by all men of or¬ 
dinary social instincts, and only a 
corporation, which is a creation of 
man, and tlierefo.xe has neither soul 
nor conscience, nor social instincts, 
nor any principles outside of its 
coffers, would soclj to have such a 
polite and gracious act declared ono 
of culpable negligence.”

AN OCEAN LAUNDRY. 

The Latest Invention to be Tried by a Boston 
Steamship. 


SENTENCED 


In the general march of progress it 
seems only natural that what is called 
an “icoau laundry” has come into ex¬ 
istence. In these days of improve¬ 
ments in alt directions which can bene¬ 
fit the general welfare of mankind as 
well, and womankind, the inaugura¬ 
tion of this laundry by the Dominion 
Line of steamships will be great¬ 
ly appreciated, no doubt, by the 
traveling public.. The experiment 
Is first to be tried on the steam¬ 
ship New England, which about the 
first of February starts from this port 
for a nine-weeks’ trip iu foreign wat¬ 
ers. The usual practice with an ocean 
liner is to allow its own laundry 
to assume larger proportions some¬ 
where down in the hold, while the 
soiled linen of its passengers becomes 
an individual care and trouble until the 
end of the voyage. Soon, however, all 
this will be different. The passenger 
will give liis laundry to the steward, 
and from the laundryman below in a 
few hours linen will bo returned to 
him, fresh and clean. The new plant 
will handle on an average 7,000 pieces 
of linen a day, with :i. capacity for do¬ 
ing the entire washing for about eight 
hundred people. It will be as com¬ 
plete in every way as a laundry on 
shore. The plant has a daily consump¬ 
tion of about 50 barrels of soap and 
20 barrels of starch, aside from other 
necessary supplies used in a laundry. 
One item alone is the use of 4,000 gal¬ 
lons of water per day, which is con¬ 
densed on the ship by special appara¬ 
tus. The machinery of the plant con¬ 
sists of a large steam mangle and 
washing and ironing machines. Nap¬ 
kins and towels can be “fed” to the 
mangle machine at the rate of 4,000 
pieces an hour. There are two large 
washing machines, which by skillful 
manipulation can turn out linen well 
washed aud wrung out to the amount 
of 10,000 pieces a day. Washing is the 
first consideration in the process of 
laundry work, and the successful re¬ 
sults from these machines are assured. 
Other appliances include those for 
starching properly and to suit individ¬ 
ual tastes. One of the most difficult 
operations of the laundrymau is iron¬ 
ing. In the machines which have been 
provided, however, this part of the 
work may be done with entire satis¬ 
faction. One machine is capable of iron¬ 
ing from eight to ten thousand collars 
and cuffs a day, to say nothing of other 
articles. The system to be used to 
prevent loss of goods or misunderstand¬ 
ing as to ownership is an admirable 
one. E. M. Fielding, of Boston, who 
first conceived the idea of this ocean 
laundry, and who is to act as super¬ 
intendent on the first trip, while real¬ 
izing tho practicability of all ocean lin¬ 
ers adopting this method of handling 
tlieir washing, said that it would not, 
in all probability, be generally adopt¬ 
ed at once, but that for long voyages 
it readily commends itself.—Boston 
Transcript.

A Dog to Jail for Sixty Days to Stay 
■with His Master. 

New York World: It is of record in 
Recorder Stanton’s Court in Hoboken 
that Kaiser, a mongrel yellow dog, was 
formally taken before him and sen¬ 
tenced to sixty days in the county jail, 
and a commitment was regularly made 
out.

Only when Livermore realized that ho 
was so weak from lack of food that he 
must die of starvation or cold did he 
apply to Poormaster Brock the other 
day for admission to the almshouse. 
“You will have to leave the dog be¬ 
hind,” said the poormaster as he wrote 
out the commitment. “We can’t part,” 
said the old man, and his voice trem¬ 
bled, as if the suggestion that he would 
give up his dog hurt him. He turned 
to the dog. “If we can’t live together 
we’ll die together, won’t we, Kaiser? 
The poor, gaunt dog wigwagged his 
stumpy tail in acquiescence. “You 
don’t understand,” said the old man, 
gently. “You see, I was prosperous 
once and owned my own canal boat. 
It sank one night about six years ago, 
and I should have gone down with it 
had it not been for Kaiser. He jumpod 
into my bunk and awakened me while 
the water was pouring Into the cabin. 
We’ve been pals ever since, share and 
share alike, and we can’t part now." 
Then Poormaster Brock’s manner 
changed. He took Livermore and Kai¬ 
ser before Recorder Stanton, and when 
the latter heard the story he sentenced 
man and dog to the jail for two 
months, and they walked off together, 
happier than they have been for 
months.

The “Train Fever” Dream. 


Tt would be hazardous to conjecture 
wliat the first wick consisted of; but 
when we come to consider the iron 
lamp or “cruise,” we knowkliat the wick 
commonly used was the pith of the 
rush, which was gathered and partial¬ 
ly stripped of its outer green covering, 
cut into proper lengths, dried, and tied 
up iuto bundles, ready for use. The 
iron lamp was hammered out of one 
piece of iron, in a stone mold. This 
was usuallly done by the blacksmith, 
and the molds are still to be seen in 
musuems, in the hands of private col¬ 
lectors, and no doubt at some of the 
country blacksmiths’ shops. They are 
of one uniform shape, with some 
slight varieties. The lamp consists of 
two cups, one suspended above and in 
side the other. The suspender is so 
fixed and notched as to enable the up 
per cup, which holds tho oil and wick, 
to be shifted to keep the oil constantly 
in contact with the wick. The lower 
cup catches the drip of the oil, which 
cau he easily replaced iu the upper 
cup by lifting it off until the oil is 
poured into it. The upper cup has 
sometimes a movable lid. 

There is a remarkable resemblance 
not only between the iron crusies in 
this country, but to those on the Con¬ 
tinent and in Egypt. They preserve 
the same general shape, but differ in 
the material from which they are 
made. The Pompeian lamps, or at 
least some of them, might be described 
as three crusies in one. The cup of 
the lamp is the same, but it lias pro¬ 
vision for three lights. The oil used 
iu tile Scotcli lamps was of the coarsest 
kind. On the west coast the oil used 
was, and is still, fish oil. The material 
for wicks was variable.—Chambers’s 
Journal. 


Ostrich Spoiled Ills Speech. 

Anybody who heard Senator Allen 
of Nebraska, deliver his famous fif¬ 
teen-hour speech against the bill for 
the repeal of the Sherman silver bill 
would hardly believe that anything 
eoud stump him. Yet there is an ex¬ 
perience in the senator’s life which 
shows that, after all, he is like unto 
other mortals, says the Washington 
Post. “I was campaigning in my 
state once,” said the senator, “when I 
had occasion to speak at a fair 
grounds. The grand stand was full, 
and tho occasion seemed to be full of 
promise for an orator overflowing as 
I was with political gospel. Just as 1 
had commenced a man brought out an 
ostrich hitched to a sulky. I don’t 
know whether you ever saw the trot¬ 
ting ostrich In the east, but out west 
he was a great attraction. Well, as 
soon as that bird began to run around 
the track I wasn't in it. The ostrich 
monopolized the attention of every 
man, woman and child. When tho 
bird stopped the people listened to me, 
but when he threw out his long legs 
again there was a roar of laughter and 
applause which drowned every word I 
.uttered. Finally, I gave it up. I let 
the trotting ostrich have everything 
his own way.”

Malay Punting. 

In rivers that are shallow enough 
punting is said to be very good fun, 
but in Pahang, iu tho Malay peninsula, 
it is the sole form of boating on many 
of the streams. These are not only 
shallow, but tlieir currents are also 
so strong that rowing up stream is 
quite impossible. All goods are taken 
inland by way of the rivers, so boats 
are big and often heavily laden. On 
each side of the boat there runs a plat¬ 
form for about half the length of the 
vessel, anu upon this platform stand 
six Malays armed with long, light 
poles. They start at the bow and walk 
toward' the stern, planting their poles 
in the sandy bed of the river aud push¬ 
ing as they go. They then draw up 
their poles, walk back again and repeat 
the process, keeping excellent time 
throughout. When the rivers are in 
flood and the bottom cannot be reached 
with the poles, the men must fasten 
the boats to the shore and wait until 
the water falls. A Malay waterman 
who has had plenty of experience at 
“poling’’ boats should he a clever hand 
at managing a puut.

PEACE-APPEAL REJECTED. 


Great Britain Will Not Assent to the 
Independence of the Boers. 


OUR GOOD OFFICES ARE DECLINED 


Oiler of the Unitoil States Meots With 
Conrteous Refusal—It Was Made a 1 -' 
tlio Request of the Boers—British Gov' 
orumont Will Settle the Terms of 
Peace to Their Own Satisfaction. 

London (By Cable).—In the House of 
Lords Tuesday, the premier, Lord Salis¬ 
bury, read tlio British Government's reply 
to Presidents Krugor and Stoyn. Tlio eon- 
eluding sentence is ns follows: 

"“Her Mnjosty’s Government can only 
answer your honors’ telegram by saying 
that thoy are not prepared to assent to 
the independence of either the South 
African Republic or the Orango Proo 
State.” 

The United States Government, at the 
request of President Kruger and Presldout 
Steyn, offered to the British Government 
its services as mediator, with the view of 
bringing about peace in South Africa, but 
the offer was declined: 

No desire to interfere was shown in the 
representations made by the United Stat03 
Government. The communications from 
Adolbert S. Jlny, the United States consul 
at Pretoria, wore transmitted and assur¬ 
ances were given that everything which 
the State Department at Washington could 
do iu the interests of peace would be un¬ 
dertaken gladly. 

The suggestion of mediation spruug 
from Pretoria, where Mr. Hay, with tile 
other Consuls, subsequent to the dispatch 
by Presidents Kruger and Steyn of their 
peace cable to Lord,.Salisbury, were asked 
to endeavor to enlist the good ofllees of 
their respective Governments, apparently 
witli tko view of brluging outside influence 
to bear on Lord Salisbury’s reply to the 
Boor overtures. Tlio offorts of ail the 
European Powers’ representatives iu the 
Transvaal capital nppear to have been 
fruitless, but the report of the United 
States consul was forwarded on Monday, 
from Washington to' tho United States 
embassy la London, with the proffer as 
before outlined. Mr. White, the charge 
d’affaires, presented them personally to 
Lord Salisbury, who recoivod them cor¬ 
dially, but did not commit bimseif to any 
definite expression of ojjiniou. Later Mr. 
White wuited on Lord Salisbury and re¬ 
ceived the formal reply declining tlio offer. 

As the Boer overtures had been an¬ 
swered to the effect that no propositions 
including the retention of tho republics’ 
independence could bo considered, tlio 
presentation of the Amudoan offer was too 
late, but the Premier, apparently, deemed 
it a matter of sufficient importance to put 
himself on record with a formal answer: 

ENGLAND’S ARMY IN AFRICA. 


Its Strength Placed at 1508,000 Men—Twen¬ 
ty Thousand Remounts Sent There. 

Lonoon (By Cable).--Mr. George Wynd- 
iinm. Parliamentary Secretary of tlio War 
Office, announced itptlio House of Com¬ 
mons that whon the Eighth Army Division 
arrived in South Africa there would be a 
total of 203,000 troops there. 

After this division arrived no more troops 
would be sent except to fill vacancies. Mr. 
Wyndliam added that 12,000 remounts bad 
been sent to the British forces and that 
8000 more woro now on tho way to South 
Africa. General Roberts is satisfied with 
the number of big gnus ho now has. 

Trouble In Zululand. 

London (By Cable).—Trouble is expected 
between Chief Ogoloquaua and Chief Uni- 
hegase In British Zululand. The Boersare 
anxious that tho chiefs should quarrel, and 
they are prepared to support tho former, 
as is also tho Swazi Queen. Tho Zulu Kiug,. 
however, upholds Uinbogaso. 

Gormany’s Conditions. 

Beklin (By Cable).— It is seml-offlcially 
announced that when the Orango Tree 
State and the Transvaal addressed to a 
number of tfle larger aud smaller States a 
roquest for friendly mediation tlio German 
Government replied that it would willingly 
participate provided tho essential condition 
of such mediation were present—namely, 
the certainty that both belligoronts de¬ 
sired it. 


War Loan Subscribed Ten Times* 
London (By Cable).—Tho Chancellor of 
tlio Exchequer, Sir Michael Hlcks-Boach, 
nnnouuced that tho war loan had beou 
over-subscribed tea Umos, tho applications 
numbering 18,000. 


General Joubcrt at I’retorln. 

I.ohemzo Mah'jues (By Cable). —General 
Joubert lias arrived at Pretoria, South 
African Republic, to consult with the Gov¬ 
ernment. 


APPROPRIATI ON FOR S TATE MILITIA. 

Thirty-Six Adjutant-Generals Ask For an 

Increase From (811)0,000 to 82 , 000 , 000 . 

Washington, D. C. (Special).—The Adju¬ 
tant-Generals of thirty-six States and Ter¬ 
ritories appeared boforo the House Com¬ 
mittee on Militia to urgo a lnrger annua) 
appropriation for tlio militia. At present 
there is a standing annual appropriation 
of $400,000 for the militia which they want 
increased to 82,000,000 annually. 

Thoso who spoke boforo tho committee 
were Adjutaut-Generals Barry, Nebraska; 
Lieutenant-Governor Gobin, Ponusylvanin; 
AVblteman, New Mexico; Richards, Maine; 
Eloridn, South Carolina; Brandon, Ala¬ 
bama; Dalton, Massachusetts; Appleton, 
West Virginia; Royston, North Carolina;

STATEMENT OF SECRETARY GAGE. 


Nine Demntfaia Voted With tlie Republi¬ 
cans—Otherwise a Strict Party Vote— 
Tlio Secretary of the Treasury Explains 
tlio Changes Made by tlie Provisions 
of tho New Currency Bill* 

Washington, D. C. (Special),—‘The last 
legislative step iu tho enactment Of the 
flnnnclal hill was taken by the House of 
Representatives when tho conference re¬ 
port on tho bill was adopted by a vote of 
103 yeas to 120 nays, present and not vot¬ 
ing, 10. The Senate had already adopted 
the conierouce report, so it remained fof 
President McKinley to affix his signature 
to the measure to make it a law. 

Nino Democrats voted with tho Repub¬ 
licans, namely: Ciaytoa, Drlggi, Fitzger¬ 
ald, Underhill, Levy, ScTlder—all of tfc.V 
York; Denny, Maryland; McAleji' Penn¬ 
sylvania, aud Thayer, Massachusetts. Iu 
other respects the vote was on party lines. 

Secretary Gage made the followingstato- 
rflrfnt id explanation of the provisions of 
tho tfinniidiai bill! 

Tho bill transfer's frond tile gonoral fund 
of the Treasury's cash $159,(100,003 111 gold 
coin and bullion to redemption fiiild ( that 
gold to bo used for the redemption of 
United States notes and Treasury notes. 
That fund Is henceforth absolutely out out 
of and separated from the cash balance in 
the Treasury, and tho available cash bal¬ 
ance will hereafter show a reduction of 
$150,000,Odd. from the figures that have 
heretofore prevailed; 

If redemptions go o'U sd that the gold iu 
this reserve fund is roduced bold# $ 100 ,- 
000,000 and a Secretary is unable to bhild It 
up to the $150,000,000 mark, be Is glvoti 
power to sell bonds, and it is made ids 
duty to replenish tho gold to the $150,000,- 
000 mark by such means. 

“Tho 'endless ohain’ is broken by a pro¬ 
vision w.hich prohibits the use of notes so 
redeemed to meet deficiencies in the car- 
ront revenues. The act providos for tho 
ultimate retirement of all tlio Treasury 
not03 issued iu paymeut for silver bullion 
under tlio Sherman Act. As fast as that 
bullion Is coined into silver dollars, Treas¬ 
ury notes are to he retire 1 and replaced 
witli an equal amount of silver certificates. 

“One clause of tlio bill which tlio public 
will greatly appreciate is the light that it 
gives to the Secretary to coin any of the 
1390 bullion into subsidiary silver colas up 
to a limit of $100,000,000. There has for 
years been a scarcity of subsidiary 3iiver 
during periods of active retail trade, but 
this provision will give tho Treasury ample 
opportunity to supply all the subsidiary 
silver that is needed. 

“Another provision that the public will 
greatly appreciate is the' authority given 
to tho Secretary to recoin worn and tiucur* 
rent subsidiary silver now iu the Treasury 
or hereafter received. 

“A district feature of the bill is in refer¬ 
ence to refunding $830,000,000 bouds into 
now 2 per cent, bonds, Theso new 2 
per cent, bonds will not be offered for sale 
but will only be issued iu oxohunge for 
an equal amount, face value, of old bonds. 

“Tho holders of old bonds will receive » 
premium in cash to compensate them it 
a measure for tho sacrifice of interosi 
which thoy make. That cash promimr 
will bo computed on a basis.of the present 
worth of the old bonds at 2 >£ per cent, and 
will bo on April 1, tho date that the new 
2 per cent, bonds will boar, $105.6351 for 
tboS’s, $111.0765 for tlioBs, and $110.0751 
for each $100 of the 5’s. 

“This exchange will savo tho Govern¬ 
ment, after deducting tho premium paid, 
nearly $23,009,000, it all tho holder.) of the 
old bouds oxolinnge them for tho non 
ouos.”

PORTO RICAN BILL PASSED. 

The Question of Tariff Was Not I -r'tul. <1 
in the Measure. 

Aftor a debato, at times spirited, 
extending over parts of two days, the 
senate Friday passed the Porto Rican 
relief appropriation bill. As passed 
the bill carried $2,095,000,Jhe presi¬ 
dent being authorized to use that 
sum “for public education, public 
works, and other governmental and 
public purposes” in Porto Rico. 

Mr. Allen, Nebraska, offered an 
amendment to the bill declaring that 
the constitution extended over Porto 
Rico by its own force, but it was lost 
by the dicisive vote of 86 to 17. Mr. 
Jones, Arkansas, withdrew a free 
trade amendment offered by him, and 
and that proposition, therefore, did 
not reach a vote. Other efforts to 
amend the bill were fruitless. 

WHEELER IN WASHINGTON. 

Anticipates No Trouble About Jlie Right 
to n Seat in Congress. 

General Wheeler arrived in Wash¬ 
ington Friday and is a picture of 
health. Ho reported at_.the war de¬ 
partment, saw the president and 
urged an immediate acceptance of 
his resignation, tendered before open¬ 
ing of congress. He proposes, as 
soon as the resignation is accepted, 
to present himself at the bar of the 
bouse to take tlie oath of office. 
General Wheeler anticipates no 
trouble. There is no evidence yet

A com¬ 
mittee to bo headed by Mr. Yerkes is 
to be sent to Washington to lay be¬ 
fore the president whatever message 
is agroed on by the conference. 

Big Machinists’ Strike. 

President James O’Connell, of the 
International Machinists union, de¬ 
clares that 100,000 machinists in all 
parts of the United States will be 
ordered on strike within the coming 
month as the result of a disagree¬ 
ment between tho manufacturers and 
machinists who closed a joint confer¬ 
ence in Chicago at 2 o’clock Sunday 
morning. All tho members of the 
notional machinists’ committee aud 
manufactures from all parts of the 
United States were present. 

Two More Trusts Added. 

Representative Richardson, of Ten¬ 
nessee, lias introduced two more 
anti-trust resolutions, one against 
tho American Steel and Wire com¬ 
pany and tho other against the Fed¬ 
eral Steel company. 

Georgia Democrats Will Name Ticket 

The Georgia democratic committee 
has decided to hold the state pri¬ 
maries May 15 to nominate a full 
state ticket and name a successor to 
United States Senator A. O. Bacon. 
Tho state convention, which will 
choose dolegates to the Kansas City 
convention will be held in Atlanta 
June 10. 

Port Gibson Compress Burned. 

The Port Gibson compress, in which 
was stored 2,000 bales of cotton, was 
burned at Port Gibson, Miss., Sun¬ 
day. Loss, 6100,000; fully covered 
by insurance. 

Purchased for Railroad Development. 

Before leaving Galveston for San 
Antonio, Tex., C. P. Huntington 
purchased $122,500 worth of real es¬ 
tate in addition to previous pur¬ 
chases, tlie property to be used for 
railroad development. Mr. Hunting- 
ton and A. F. Walker, of the Sante, 
together inspected the Santa Fe ter¬ 
minals at Galveston.

Finds People of Guam Docllo and Satis¬ 
fied With American Rule. 

General Joseph Wheeler called at 
the navy department Saturday to 
consult with Secretary Long and As¬ 
sistant Secretary Alien, who is more 
directly in charge of the affairs of 
the islands under naval government, 
respecting the report he was charged 
to make upofti the conditions of the 
island of Guam and tlie administra¬ 
tion of Commander Leary, the naval 
governor. 

The report itself is not yet quite 
complete, but the general read ex¬ 
tracts to indicate its character. In 
substance he found that tlie island 
was well favored climatically, and 
that it was of strategic importance 
to the United States; was especially 
valuable ns a midway coaling place 
in the long run from Honolulu to 
Manila, and that the people were well 
satisfied with the change in their 
condition. They were of docile, pleas¬ 
ing disposition, and those of the In¬ 
habitants who preserved the traits 
of the original owners of the soil 
were of fine physique. Considering 
the extensive reforms Captain Leary 
had been obliged to inaugurate, ho 
had succeeded very well in holding 
the regard of the majority of the peo¬ 
ple of the island. 

Governor Leary has issued a procla¬ 
mation prohibiting slavery and peon¬ 
age in the island. 

REGULATORS CAUSING TROUBLE. 

People of Souli) Carolina Ask for Pro- 
tection. 

A Special from Columbia, S. C., 
says: Tho station agent and other 
citizons of Nceces, Orangeburg coun¬ 
ty, telegraphed the government beg¬ 
ging for troops to protect them from 
white regulators, who had twico 
visited the town, beat people, white 
and black, and promised to return and 
kill them. Work on the surrounding 
farms has been suspended aud people 
driven from their business. The gov¬ 
ernor telegraphed the sheriff to ride 
across the county with a posse and 
give protection till troops could bo 
sent if needed. The cause of tho 
lawlessness is unknown. 


SETTLEMENT OE DESERT LANDS. 

House Committee Proposes to Abolish 
$1.25 Per Aero Payments. 

Tlie house committee on public 
lands Saturday favorably reported a 
bill abolishing the payment of $1 25 
an acre on lands taken up by sfettlers 
under tlie desert land act. Tlie com¬ 
mittee also reported favorably a bill 
to refund $1.25 per aero to persons 
who have located under the pre-emp¬ 
tion or homestead laws and who havo 
commuted their entries by cash pay¬ 
ments at $2.50 per acre, where tho 
lands located were within a railroad 
grant and the railroad was never 
built. 


Elections on American Plan. 

The commission that was appointed 
to decide upon a plan for municipal 
elections in Cuba as yet has been un¬ 
able to agree upon any plan. Govern¬ 
or General Wood, therefore, has de¬ 
cided to have tlie first election take 
place after the manner of American 
elections, feeling that it is necessary 
to have no delay, owing to the fact 
that I lie elections must occur on May 
1. As yet no one has been absolute¬ 
ly announced as a candidate for 
mayor of Havana. 

Warship to China. 

Secretary Long has cabled instruc¬ 
tions to Admiral Watson at Cavite 
to send a warship to Taku, China, at 
tho month of Tieho river to look aftor 
American missionary interests, that 
are threatened. He has left instruc¬ 
tions for the ship to be sent to Ad¬ 
miral Watson.

The cur rency bill has a provis¬ 
ion for the refunding of a part of 
the outstanding coin bonds into 
new two per cent, gold bonds, the 
holders of the coin bonds to receive 
a premium in cash about equal to 
the present premium on said bonds 
in the , financial market. The i 
amount of bonds that may be ex¬ 
changed under the bill is 840 mil¬ 
lion dollars and the premium to be 
paid by the government will 
amount to about 90 million dollars, 
if all the 840 million should be 
presented for exchange under the 
provisions of the bill. The new 
bonds can be used by national 
banks as security for bank currency 
and upon their deposit in t he treas¬ 
ury by a national bank the govern¬ 
ment will issue to it currency equal 
to the par value of the bonds, pro* 
vided the bonds are selling at not 
less than nar in the markets. The 
bonds deposited to secure the bank 
currency continue to draw interest 
and the interest is to be paid to the 
bank, just the same as if it held the 
bonds in its own vault and had not 
gotten any money on them. Banks 
using the new bonds as collaterals 
for currency are to pay only | per 
cent for the use of jbe money, in¬ 
stead of the one per cent, banks 
using the old bonds now pay and 
must continue to pay. Under the 
new law (we may call it a law for 
the President will surely sign the 
bill), the banks holding the old 
bonds may get the full amount of 
them including premium in cash, 
and yet they are to continue to get 
2 per cent, interest and pay per 
cent, tax (or interest) on bonds 
that have been practically paid off. 

If a person who owed a note should 
pay it off and then tell him that lie 
would continue to pay 2 per cent, 
on the note for thirty years if he 
would pay one-half of one per cent, 
back, he would bo doing as sensi¬ 
ble thing as the government is 
about to do,—Missouri World.

Intoxicated Bats. 

Among the curious Inhabitants of 
the Philippines, according to Prof. J.

Authorities of Insane Asylums Have Be¬ 
gun to Note the Presence of the Calisaya 
Toper —A Drug that Eats Away the 
Brain’s Thought Centers. 


In spite of his misfortunes, the world 
cheerfully recognizes Piet Cronje as 
one of the Grand Old Fighters of the 
nineteenth century. 


Henry H. Greyson, who died in a 
Philadelphia hospital the other day, 
was ft soldier of fortune in the truest 
sense. A man whose activity, whether 
fighting, mining or exploring, covers so 
varied a field as South Africa, Brazil, 
Mexico and the Philippines, certainly 
deserves that title. If, as some have 
asserted, the modern soldier of fortune 
is the lineal descendant and true heir 
of the old mercenary, he has at least 
greatly enlarged the scope of his ex¬ 
ploits. But perhaps the interesting 
thing about him is that ho is about to 
become extinct, and every time lie is 
mentioned he attracts the interest of 
a final salute. Greyson, Colonel Shiel 
and others less noted are survivals of 
a type that nature, meaning in this 
case modern industry, and scientifically 
drilled armies, does not seem careful 


The entire Haitian navy has sunk.

Authorities of insane 
asylums have also begun to note the 
presence of the “calisaya victim,” al¬ 
though it is probable he has been more 
or less in existence for a great many 
years past. It is not so very long ago 
that it was uncommon in the west to 
have a drinking man order calisaya 
in connection with his liquor. Iti fact, 
he was ashamed to do so if lie under¬ 
stood its use, and generally took it in 
the privacy of his rooms or through 
the prescription of a lenient physi¬ 
cian. Now it is quite'a fad to mix 
the liquor and calisaya in the delusion 
that the body is being permanently as¬ 
sisted and the nerves protected from 
the evil effect of too much stimulant. I 
saw the other day the brain of a man 
who had died from a combination of 
too much whisky and calisaya, writes 
n. I. Cleveland in the Chicago Tirnes- 
Herald. A local physician has also 
called my attention to two cases of 
men under his treatment for the pur¬ 
pose of being freed from the use of the 
powerful drug.

New York Tribune: "I heard a cap¬ 
ital story last night,” said George 
Cabel of St. Louis at the Hoffman 
House.

Consul Brush, of Niagara Falls, sentls 
the following to the State Department:

The Minister of Agriculture 
lias been especially active in promoting 
tile sales of Canadian butter and 
cheese throughout Great Britain. The 
results of two years’ work show pos¬ 
sibilities that are worthy the earnest 
attention of United States shippers.

Calisaya, or yellow cinchona bark, 
reaches in its permanent effect on the 
system the heart and the brain at 
about the same time — not quite so 
quickly as small doses of arsenic Would 
or medical doses of strychnia, but 
quick enough to produce at aii early 
period some form of idiocy in the mind 
of the user. Tlio thought centers of 
the brain are quite rapidly eaten out. 
A tissue is destroyed which under or¬ 
dinary circumstances ought to last un¬ 
til a man has passed his sixtieth year. 
The limbs begin to tremble as the use 
of the drug increases. There may bo 
more or less uncertainty in speech. 
Thought, which at first iias been 
quickened by the influence of the cali¬ 
saya', grows dull, and the liquor which 
is taken with it does not serve to 
quicken it. I am told that a cloud 
seems to pass over the brain, and 
things are seen by the mental eye as 
through a mist. Of course tlie drinker 
who needs his “brace” every twenty- 
four hours ascribes the first symptoms 
of disintegration to the liquor and a 
bad stomach and takes more calisaya. 
But this simply serves to hasten his 
end with a form of idiocy said to be 
not quite so painful as that from liquor 
alone. Men who eat heavily, drink 
much and take but little exercise are 
noted as the ones who now publicly 
absorb calisaya and point to it as a 
delightful Innovation introduced by 
their lielter'educated brothers of the 
east. In time their doses of calisaya 
fail to produce the desired beneficial 
results. If medical assistance is then 
desired the victim has in most in¬ 
stances gone so far toward making a 
little something lower than a beast 
of himself that, it is only necessary to 
write out his death certificate and 
ascribe the cause to some other reason 
titan yellow cinchona bark.

HoUeWed attention lias becii directed 
to the case of .James Gannofl of Lacka¬ 
wanna County, Pa., retained in jail for 
contempt of court in refusing to sign 
a deed, because of bis recent temporary 
•release, under guard, to attend the fun¬ 
eral of a relative. The prisoner has 
already served six years. His attitude 
is actuated not by a wish to defy the 
court, but by conscientious objections 
to doing what is asked of him. Gan¬ 
non is described as an honest, indus¬ 
trious man who gave his savings to 
his parents. With this money, he 
claims, a property worth about $500 
was bought, and in the course of time 
the parents died without willing tlie 
realty to their son. Tlie interstate laws 
of Pennsylvania applied to the prop¬ 
erty and Gannon insisted it was his. 
A jury of twelve men concurred in 
this belief. But tlie Supreme Court 
ruled otherwise, and directed him to 
sign a deed transferring the property 
to his sister. In so deciding the court 
proceeded directly according 1o the 
law. In connection with tlie case the 
point is now raised in Pennsylvania 
whether it would not be advisable to 
fix a maximum term of detention for 
contempt of court. Such a limitation 
would lessen the disciplinary power 
of the court, and in Gannon’s case 
would work a failure of the court’s 
judgment.

Cinchona, or ehinchona, is so called 
after the Countess of Chinchon. Chin- 
chon is a community in Spain near 
Madrid. The countess was the vice 
queen of Peru, who, in 1038, was cured 
of fever by the use of cinchona bark, 
and who assisted in making the rem¬ 
edy known, without regard to all the 
consequences. The bark from which 
the drug is made comes front a genus 
of evergreen trees, natives of the An¬ 
des from Colombia to Bolivia, growing 
chiefly on the eastern slopes at an aver¬ 
age altitude of from 5,000 to 8,000 feet. 
Here are found the sources of Peru¬ 
vian or cinchona bark and of quinine. 
There are about forty species, but the 
cinchona bark of commerce is pro¬ 
duced by about a dozen. Tlie barks 
commonly found at any pharmacy are 
chiefly Peruvian bark, calisaya and i - ed 
cinchona. Ordinary cinchona bark is 
valuable as a remedy in fevers and as 
a general tonic, but the alkaloids ob¬ 
tainable from the bark have in prac¬ 
tice largely taken the place of the bark 
itself, If the calisaya toper could con¬ 
fine himself to medicinal doses he prob¬ 
ably would never suffer any ill effects, 
but lie absorbs the drug in practically 
the same quantities as lie does his 
whisky or brandy.

Hopes are entertained by the New 
Orleans Times-Herald that the refuse 
cane from the sugar mills in Louisiana 
may become a formidable rival to 
wood pulp in the manufacture of pa¬ 
per. This refuse, called “bagasse” in 
Louisiana, is said to contain ten pel 
cent, of cellulose, which would become 
paper pulp, and tlie present annual 
production of cane would afford from 
400,000 to 000,000 tons of paper-mak¬ 
ing material. There is more than 
theory in the project. A sugar-plantei 
in Texas has been making paper, both 
news and wrapping, from the refuse ol 
his mill for two years, while one ba¬ 
gasse paper mill is in operation in 
Louisiana, and three others are con 
templated. At present only bagasse 
from what are known as diffusion bat¬ 
teries is available for paper-making, 
the crushing mill bagasse being used 
as fuel, that being the most profitable 
use to which it can be put. For this 
purpose it is worth about sixty cents 
a ton, and it would be more profitable 
to turn it into paper pulp, if (lie latter 
were worth only $3 a ton, whereas it 
is really worth about $20. Tlie objec¬ 
tion that Louisiana streams do not fur¬ 
nish the clear water needed for paper- 
making is met by tlie- claim that tlie 
water can be made available by filtra¬ 
tion.

WRECK NEAR DEMOPOLIS. 


Fir, man Will Russell Instantly Killed in 
Jumping: From tho Engine* 

Sunday afternoon about 4 o’clock) 
as a westbound special freight train 
on the Southern railway, running as 
the second section of No. 73, was en¬ 
tering Demopolis, the engine struck 
a mule, severing his head completely 
from his body and throwing the en¬ 
gine off the track down an embank¬ 
ment, upsetting the tender and de¬ 
railing four flats loaded with coal.

Engineer Pearce stuck to his post 
and escaped without injury, and the 
engine did not upset, but plunged 
straight down the slope. 


Alabama Stool Invading Eastern Markets. 

The first shipment of Southern- 
made steel of such sizo as to cut a 
figure in the commercial world was 
made last weok from Ensley steel 
plant of the Alabama Steol & Ship¬ 
building Company to the American 
Steel & Wire Company’s plant at 
Worcester, Mass. The shipment was 
made on an order for 3,000 tons 
booked several- mouths ago, in fact 
before tho*plant went into operation, 
so certan it was that the output 
would come up to expectations and, 
freight cost added, would be profita¬ 
ble to handle at the Worcester end for 
conversion into finished street prod¬ 
ucts. Since the steel mill started, 
the last of November, there have 
been regular shipments of steel from 
the Ensley plant, several shipments 
of five and ten cars at a time having 
gone forward.

populist, will run the race over in the 
second primary on the 21st of April.

TELLS OF II PLOT 


Of Kentucky Officials to Murder Goe¬ 
bel and Others. 


damagiig testimony to caleb pairs 


“John Powers Told Me They Had Two 
Negroes Ready to Kill Goebel," 
Golden Declare Under 
Oath. 


“John Powers told me they had 
two niggirs ready to kill Goebel. 
They were Hockersmith and Dick 
Combs.” 

This statement was made Saturday 
in Frankfort by Wharton Golden, a 
frail, consumptive Kentucky moun- 
tainer, while on the witness stand in 
the preliminary examination of Sec¬ 
retary of State Caleb Powers, charged 
with conspiracy to kill Goebel. Gol¬ 
den told a story of the events leading 
up to the murder which, if substan¬ 
tiated, will, in tho minds of those 
connected with tho prosecution at 
least, probably go far toward prov¬ 
ing the contentions of the common¬ 
wealth that the murder was the result 
of a plan in which several prominent 
men were involved. Whether the de¬ 
fence wrtl seek to impeach Golden’s 
testimony in this preliminary exam¬ 
ination is not known, as the attorneys 
for the dofonse will not talk on the 
subject, but unless such attempt is 
made the commonwealth will rest it) 
case, both County Attorney Polsgrove 
and Attorney Campboll being satis¬ 
fied that enough evidence has been 
introduced to hold the defendant. 
Golden who claims to have been a 
friend of Caleb and John Powers for 
years, gavo testimony that was dam¬ 
aging to John Powers, but he also 
brought in the names of many others, 
including former state Secretary 
Chas. Finley, W. II. Culton and Gov. 
Taylor in his story in the bringing of 
the mountaineers to Frankfort prior 
bo tho assassination. 

Governor Taylor, however, was not 
directly implicated. Golden was not 
cross-examined and adjournment was 
taken at an early hour in the after¬ 
noon-on account of his physical con¬ 
dition, the witness having a slight 
hemorrhage during the morning. He 
was quite nervous at times. Golden’s 
testimony tended to show that a plan 
was mado to bring several hundred 
“regular mountain feudists” to Frank¬ 
fort who would, if necessary, as Gol¬ 
den expressed it, “go into tho execu¬ 
tive hall and kill off enough demo¬ 
crats to make it our way.” 

The testimony did not show that 
the alleged plot to kill Goebel was 
part of the original plan, nor did it 
contain the names of those who con 
ceived that idea, except so far as 
Golden’s remarks about John Powers 
gave the impression that the latter 
was one of the movers. But the 
commonwealth sought to show by 
Golden’s conversations with various 
people that not only John and Caleb 
Powers, but others as well, had full 
knowledge of the alleged plan of as 
sassination. 


Democrats Recognized. 

The Beckham-Taylor suit, involv¬ 
ing title to the governorship of Ken¬ 
tucky, reached its final stage in the 
circuit court at Louisville Saturday. 
Judge Field entered judgment in ac¬ 
cordance with his rocent rulings and 
overruled a motion for a new trial. 

The Ohio Telephone company and 
the Cumberland Telephone and Tele¬ 
graph company having consolidated, 
the new company Saturday recog¬ 
nized the democratic secretary of 
state, C. B. Hill, and filed new arti¬ 
cles of incorporation, in which the 
capital stock is increased $8,000,000. 


AN EDITOR IMPRISONED 


For Publishing Articles Injurious to Phi!- 
lipino Military Government. 

A Monday’s cablegram from Manila 
says: La Patria and El Liberal, 
Spanish organs of the extreme Filipi¬ 
no party, have recently been publish¬ 
ing articles injurious to the military 
government. General Otis has sup¬ 
pressed the former journal for sedi¬ 
tion and imprisoned the editor, at the 
same timo issuing a warning to the 
members of the extreme party, that 
they should observe greater modera¬ 
tion. 

Senor Palerno, at one time presi¬ 
dent of the Filipino cabinet, having 
received permission from tho author¬ 
ities to come to Manila, is expected 
to present himself this week at San 
Fernando, province of Union. 

Tho rebels in General Young’s dis¬ 
trict are becoming aggressive.

SITUATION SERIOUS. 


Iu Many Places tho Porto Ricans arc 
Starving. 

The situation at Ponce, Porto Ri¬ 
co, is now more serious than it has 
been at-anytime before or since the 
terrible hurricane. In many places 
the poor are starving. The price of 
rice, beans and codfish has increased 
from 50 to 100 per cent. 

Demonstrations against the delay 
of the United States government in 
settling open questions have recently 
been held at May agues, Yuace, Are- 
cibo, Aguadilla, Fajardo, Juana, Di¬ 
az, Guayama and many other towns. 
The people are unable to understand 
the delay, and they condemn all 
Americans indiscriminately, Bitter 
feeling is arising, which it will take 
years to overcome. Even riots are 
threatened. Trouble is almost inev¬ 
itable, unless tho tension is relieved. 
Even wealthy land owners cannot 
command ready cash, and many 
Americans are penniless, being glad 
to work for their board.

C. Frick has boon 
closed, the lawsuits are ordered stopped 
and au amlcablo arrangement has been 
mado botweeu the two groat steol nnd iron 
manufacturers by which not ouly are the 
warring elements set nt rest, but a great 
stool and irou corporaliou has beou formed 
that will be far reaeliiug in its influence 
nnd have a capital of over $271,011,90). All 
tho coke manufacturing interests owned 
by Mr. Frjck and others allied with the 
Caruogle Interests will bo Included In the 
new company, whose operations will be 
among the most extensive in the world. 

The result lias beeu reached ns tho out¬ 
come of a conference between Mr. Frick’s 
representatives nnd Mr. Curnegio, which 
continued for two days and which Dually 
culminated iu tho signing of au agreement, 
both for themselves nnd their friends and 
those allied In business with them.

Democrats are prone to make in¬ 
dignant denial of such assertion. 
But a fact it is and a fact that has 
just had, as to one congressional 
district, an airing in the House. 
For the third consecutive time the 
House has been called upon to pass 
upon a contested election case 
coming up from the Fourth Con¬ 
gressional District of Alabama ; for 
the third consecutive time has it 
seated the contestant. After the 
elections of November, 1898, the 
face of the returns showed, as us¬ 
ual, a majority for the Democratic 
candidate, in this case Gaston A. 
Robbins who was accredited with 
6,915 votes to 5,685 votes for his 
opponent, William F. Aldrich, a 
Populist. Now this district com¬ 
prises six counties. Five of them 
are white counties, counties in 
which the whites outnumber the 
negroes move than two to qne; the 
six lies in the black belt, the negro 
outnumbering the white poupiilu- 
tion four to one. And it is this 
black belt county that gave Rob¬ 
bins his majority on the face of the 
returns, gave him more votes than 
there were white votes in the coun¬ 
ty. The other five counties gave 
Aldrich 5,299 votes, Robbins 4,477. 
It was the black belt county and 
black vote that gave "Robbins the 
election. And what gave him this 
vote? It was not given him; it 
was counted for him The evidence 
showed conclusively that hundreds 
of negroes who never voted were 
count d for him, that hundreds of 
others who voted for Aldrich were 
counted likewise. In one precinct 
for example, 121 men testified that 
they voted for Aldrich and the re¬ 
turns only gave him 44 votes. And 
similar evidence was submitted as 
to the other precinct until Robbins, 
majority shrank away into a minor¬ 
ity and the House did the justice 
to the white voters of the South of 
unseating him. But nary a Demo¬ 
crat gave his vote to uphold the 
will of the white voters of the dis¬ 
trict; all voted to perpetuate the 
rule of the white oligarchy that 
rests its supremacy on the negro 
vote.—The American.

None but the elderly women among 
the Transvaal Boers can remember the 
great trek of 1836 when their fathers 
and grandfathers abandoned the homes 
they had made in Natal and toiled np 
the passes to (he lofty plateau where 
they founded their republic. Those 
days were more trying than any the 
Transvaal women ever saw until the 
present war began. They were still 
living in their tent wagons when those 
terrible wars with tne Mutabelc branch 
of tlie Zulu tribe began, and no women 
could show more wonderful spirit and 
constancy than those wives and moth¬ 
ers of tho Boer pioneers in the midst 
of appalling dangers and hardships 
which did not end until (he Matabeles 
had been driven north of the Croco¬ 
dile River. Not a few of those wo¬ 
men, and their children with them, 
perished by the assegais of savages; 
but not one of them would have dream¬ 
ed of returning to the.peaceful homes 
and gardens in Natal which they had 
left behind. The British had proclaim¬ 
ed that country their own, their colon¬ 
ists were pouring in and tlie Boers 
would die before they would come 
again under British rule. 

The wives and mothers of the sol¬ 
diers who now confront the British are 
the descendants of those stout-hearted 
women who loaded the guns of their 
husbands and boys while savages 
rushed upon tlie brush heaps that were 
the sole protection around their laager. 
Perhaps no women in the world have 
changed' so little in two generations. 
The women of the Boer farmsteads 
now are just what their grandmothers 
were when the Matabeles sought their 
lives. The Bible is still their only book, 
they still prefer a quiet sedentary life 
and the simple duties of their modest 
homes, and they have scarcely risen in 
any respect above the plane of intel¬ 
lectual cultivation which their grand¬ 
mothers occupied; and they are like 
their grandmothers, too, in the courage, 
constancy and sublime devotion with 
which they are facing the awful trials 
of another crucial period in the history 
of their people. 

A report sent by the French Consul 
at Pretoria to his government, though 
1). ief, is perhaps the best statement 
yet received of the part the women of 
the Boers are taking in the present 
war. He says they are doing every¬ 
thing they can to aid tho soldiers in 
the field and form the majority of the 
working force in the ambulance and 
hospital service. In their denuncia¬ 
tion of the British they are far more 
bitter and outspoken than the men 
themselves but in their mission of mer¬ 
cy they know no enemies. All the 
wounded British soldiers who have fal¬ 
len into their nands have been treated 
as brothers and friends. The Boer 
nurses extend to them the same care 
that they give to their own stricken 
soldiers. Wo all know that dispatches 
front the British army have often re¬ 
ferred to the kind treatment received 
by their wounded who are prisoners in 
the Boer camps. 

The French Consul adds that the wo¬ 
men throughout the two republics ex¬ 
erted a powerful influence in kindling 
enthusiastic support for the war when 
it became certain that the conflict could 
not be averted. They sent many of 
their sons into the commandos or mili¬ 
tia organizations, even though the 
striplings had not quite reached the 
age of 16, when they are liable to mili¬ 
tary duty. One day a crowd at the 
railroad station in Pretoria was cheer¬ 
ing a commando that was going to 
join Joubert’s army around Ladysmith. 

A mother in the throng saw her young 
son with a gun over his shoulder and 
wearing a cartridge belt, just as be 
was entering a car. She followed him 
to his seat, and laying her hand on 
his shoulder, said: 

“My boy, why did you not tell me of 
this?” 

“Mother,” he answered, “perhaps I 
was wrong but I could not bear to bid 
you goodbye. You were to be told as 
soon as we left. You see, mother, it 
was my duty to go sooner or later and 
1 thought the sooner the better. For¬ 
give me if 1 have done wrong.” 

“You are right, my son,” the mother 
replied, “it is your duty to go and 
I am willing you should go, though 1 
thought it might be better to wait a 
few months. Go, you have my bless¬ 
ing, but you should have told me.” 
She kissed him farewell and there was 
a smile on her face as she left the car, 
though tears stood in her eyes. 

Everywhere the movement of troops 
in the Boer States, as they have start¬ 
ed for the fighting lines, has been a 
triumphal procession. In all the towns 
and hamlets the women cannot do 
enough for the soldiers. They have 
marched with all the commandos to tho 
railroad stations. They visit all the 
camps before the start for the front, 
bringing baskets of food warm from 
the ovens and Hits of handiwork, such 
as the “housewives” many of our sol¬ 
diers carried in the Civil AVar, con¬ 
taining mending material and imple¬ 
ments compactly packed, aud other 
things that may somewhat alleviate 
the discomforts of soldier life. The 
women of Bloemfontein who, perhaps, 
are to-day expecting the speedy invest¬ 
ment of their beautiful little town by 
the British army are said to have been 
ospeciallv enthusiastic in cheeiing on 
the soldiers, doing everything in their 
power for their comfort and filling the 
ranks as full as possible. As long as 
the commandos are within reach dele¬ 
gations of women from many towns 
are with them, helping in the commis¬ 
sary department, sewing and bringing 
fresh food from home for the com¬ 
panies in which their interest is espe¬ 
cially centred. Other delegations or 
committees of women have been per¬ 
mitted to go from Pretoria or Bloem¬ 
fontein almost to the lighting lines in 
charge of recruits or the hospital ser¬ 
vice, and of the distribution of many 
supplies. By every means in their 
power the women of the two republics 
are working night and day to promote 
the interests of their cause, and if their 


good, honest hatred of the ene my might 
sap bis strength and jparalyzeAhis arms 
there would certainly; be no /fight left 
in the British ranks. The ‘following 
extract from a letter written ‘by an ed¬ 
ucated woman at .Pretoria, about a 
month after the war.began^ embodies 
a sentiment which ainBoen, women of 
every class express: \ ’ 

“Up to this time, all ox my children 
who are old enough to study, have, 
studied English; but I pledge my word 
that, if I can help it, m.v youngest 
daughter shall not learn a word of 
the language we have cause to l«ite. 
If the English win, they will proscribe 
our language. If we succeed in driv¬ 
ing them out of our country we will at 
the same time drAye all English words 
from our {qw and from those of our 
children.” 

Such words may perhaps be criti¬ 
cised as narrowband vindictive but they 
illustrate the prevailing feeling among 
the women of a sturdy race whose 
hearts and lives 3K? bound up in the 
success of their cause. While the bat¬ 
tle rages around them, and the enemy 
is pouring over their plateaus, the 
dauntless women of tjhe Boers are to¬ 
day as brave, devoted ,\nd steadfast as 
any women of the past jvho liarvo had 
the unhappy lot to be enthroned by the 
horrors of war.—New York Sun.

THE OX IN WAR. 


Ills Strength aod Patience Make‘S Him Inval¬ 
uable In South Africa. 


At the present momen t, when! the 
efficiency of the British .army in. South 
Africa largely depends on the stabil¬ 
ity of its transport, it may not Be 
amiss to consider the capabilities of 
the trek, or transport, ox, who, after 
all, despite mules and traction engines, 
is'the mainstay nof . the South African 

transport. The Imperial authorities in 
the Cape Colony Jiutt Natal are now 
busily engaged in’, buying -all the 
availble ox transport they can, as is 
testified by their u^merdusy‘advertise 
meats in colonial pipers. , 

Oxen are less expensive, than mules. 
They are slow but fenr<* never doing 
more than three antes an hour, or 
twenty miles a day. which is consider 
ed a good trek. The’ Zulu ox is tht 
best-bred animal, but,small and un¬ 
serviceable when compared to the 
bastard Zulu or Nutal ox, which 
thrives on both tlie “s our”- veldt. Oxen, 
however, require reify careful hand¬ 
ling, and. must on no /account be over 
driven; they must have at least six 
hours a day for gracing purposes. In 
the winter, which is coming on now 
they cauVfind a picking on the parched 
volt where* a mule or horse would fall. 
They are, naturally, in poor condition 
till the green grass.of spring appears 
in September. They are very liable to 
lung sickness and red water, and 
whole spans,sometimes perish from 
the cold, and'on no‘account should ho 
worked in 4110 rain during that season, 
for, among other things, the yoke 
when wet, gayes them sore necks, tints 
rendering tliera^ useless? xitc ox’s best 
work is done at /night time, and moon 
light treks atte tlie usual things with 
the “transportVriders” after their teams 
have been grazing all day. They are 
never kept inidt-r the yoke for more 
than eight .bomis during the day, two 
stretches of fou r hours each. From 
four to eight in -the morning and from 
6 to 10 at night are the favorite hours 
for “trekking. 

As to their hauling capacity, 
“span” or teajn of eighteen oxen will 
easily draw a-buck wagon (weighing a 
little over a ton), loaded to 6,000 
pounds over the South African roads, 
many of which are little better than 
tracks across the veldt. Twenty miles 
a day for a heavy baggage column in 
such a country as South Africa 
really good going. 

Oue of the great merits of the ox 
wagon Is the simplicity of its harness, 
The two beasts nearest the wagon 
draw from a pole (disselboom) on 
which the yoke is fastened, and the 
couples in front are attached to a wire 
or hide rope, known as the trek-touw, 
to which the yokes -are fastened by 
i-iems, or thongs of Hide. Any break 
age or deficiency in such a tackle can 
easily be made good, as it is free from 
the complexities of a set of harness, 
Prudent transport riders invariably 
“outspan” their teams at the approach 
of a thunder storm, if their “trek 
touw” be of wire or chain, as whole 
spans have been destroyed by light 
ning through' neglecting this precau¬ 
tion. 

In the convoys to the troops not 
more than fifty wagons are despatched 
at one time, and, if the roads permit 
six or even more aro driven abreast 
The second division usually starts in 
half an hour after the first. Nearly 
all the wagons used in the present 
campaign are built locally, made of 
strong colonial woods, aud constructed 
without springs. Only two men are 
required to manage each wagon—: 
driver and a “vorlooper” or leader 
the team—both of whom are nearly at 
ways trained Kaffirs. 

At present large numbers of these 
wagons are being hired from the col¬ 
onists at the rate of $15 to $20 per day 
the Imperial Government making good 
any losses that may occur in the span- 
Pall Mall Gazette.

The annual receipts of the New 
York Post Office a hundred and ten 
ears ago were a little over $3,700, or 
about half those of the Philadelphia 
office, where Postmaster General Ben 
Franklin had his headquarters. The 
revenue last year was over $9,000,000. 


Au Indication of some of the Impor¬ 
tant industrial effects which may be 
expected (o follow the opening up of 
China, is given in recent reports con¬ 
cerning the Chinese tree called the “tu 
cluing.” Both l- rench and English 
botanists assert that this tree contains 
a valuable substance resembling rub¬ 
ber, or gutta-percha. Mr. Weiss, of 
Owens College, believes tHat the sub¬ 
stance is a true caoutchouc, and that 
tlie tree will become of great economic 
importance. 


A comparatively trifling incident in 
Paris is significant of the bitter feel¬ 
ing with which the French masses 
seem to regard everything British. Two 
or throe weeks ago an American lady 
and her two daughters hailed a cab. It 
was raining, and the driver, with tho 
customary arbitrariness of Paris coach¬ 
men, refused to he hired by the hour. 
The lady then, speaking in English, 
told her daughter to report the man to 
tlie authorities. Meanwhile, a woman 
belonging to the lower orders interven¬ 
ed and caused a crowd to assemble. 
She declared that an English woman 
wished to denounce a French cabdriv- 
er, and the crowd rapidly became me¬ 
nacing and vituperative. Fortunately 
police assistance came before mischief 
was done, and the cabman was arrest¬ 
ed. The magistrate, who of course 
knew the nationality of the complain¬ 
ant, promptly sentenced the offender to 
eight days’ imprisonment. This inabil¬ 
ity of tlie Paris populace to discrimi¬ 
nate between Anwricans and English 
is worth remembering in this exposi¬ 
tion year. 
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Rural free delivery for postal matter 
Is slowly winning its way, bringing the 
daily newspaper to many a farmhouse 
— a stimulus of fresher interest in the 
life of the world. The village and trav¬ 
elling libraries, rapidly increasing in 
number and size, extend, in turn, a 
broader outlook. Tlie discussions of 
local clubs—often farmers’ granges— 
and of the many women's clubs (as rep¬ 
resentative of the “new woman" at 
her best as the most pretentious of city 
clubs), give tlie most beneficent of so¬ 
cial contacts, those where thought 
sharpens thought, observes the New 
York Post. 


If any oue thinks that the world 
doesn’t grow, let him look at the price 
paid for Flying Fox, the animal sold 
a few days ago at auction by tlie Duke 
of Westminster. One hundred and 
ninety thousand dollars for a horse 
shows an advance in the price of horse¬ 
flesh that should make the heads of 
conservative investors in such hum¬ 
drum property as Government bonds 
and real estate swim. Flying Fox’s 
grandsire, Ormonde, is said to have 
brought about $150,000. Ormonde’s 
grandsire, Doncaster, was sold for 
something like $85,000. A dozen horses 
have been sold for sums between $50,- 
000 and $100,000; but Flying Fox 
makes them all look like hacks for 
hire. 


Greater New York can now claim to 
be tlie “city of parks.” The area cov¬ 
ered by them includes 7.504 acres. The 
two largest parks, situated in Bronx 
borough, are Pelham Bay Park of 1,- 
756 acres, and Van Cortlandt Pavk of 
1,132(4 acres. Central Park, Manhat¬ 
tan, has nearly 840 acres; Bronx Park, 
Bronx Borough, 661 3-5 acres; Brook¬ 
lyn Forest Park, town of Jamaica, 
within the city limits, 535 acres, and 
Prospect Park in Brooklyn 516 1-0 
acres. The nest of a total of sixty- 
nine parks are considerably smaller, 
and 250 acres of Bronx Park are to be 
devoted to a botanical garden. 


In the matter of telephone develop¬ 
ment Japan compares favorably with 
other countries. Several of its large 
cities have a number of subscribers. 
Tokio has about 5,000, with 4,000 on 
application at tlie last report, and a 
new exchange is being built with a 
capacity of 6,000. The subscribers last 
year iu other cities are returned as fol¬ 
lows: Osaka, 1,600; Yokohama, 1,002; 
Kobe, 843, and Kyoto, 520. The sub¬ 
scription rate in Tokio is $33 a year, 
and 15,000,000 messages were sent 
over 000 miles of wire in 1809. The 
government is spending $1,000,000 this 
year on new telephone work. 


New Hampshire is often referred to 
as the Granite State, but tlie strike of 
granite cutters lias brought out tlie 
fact that the stone is quarried for com¬ 
mercial purposes in every State east 
of the Hudson. One of the most im¬ 
portant centres of the industry is 
Barre, N't., a town -that has grown re¬ 
markably in recent years because of its 
quarries. In this State the village of 
Niantic is becoming a granite centre. 
It lias been a small manufacturing 
place for many years, but bids fair to 
develop rapidly in the next decade, 
thanks to the stone business. 


The New York Sun has been counting 
up Ihe totals of European migration 
during the century, and finds that the 
movement is the greatest of tne kind 
recorded in history. In the first twen¬ 
ty years of lie century only 250,000 Eu¬ 
ropeans came to this country, but be¬ 
tween 1820 and 1882 mono than 17,000,- 
000 came. In 1 ho last named year 
alone the United States received 800,- 
000 immigrants. Since 1882 tlie Euro¬ 
pean outpouring to various parts 6f 
tlie world lias been over 12.000,000 
souls. Trustworthy data indicate that 
during tlie century Europe lias been 
drained of 30,000,000 persons seeking 
to better their fortunes in other lands. 
This number is equal to tliree-fifths of 
the total population of Europe at the 
time of Augustus Caesar, tl is greater 
than the total number of inhabitants 
of tlie United Kingdom in I860, and 
only a little less than the total popula¬ 
tion of the United States in the same 
year. Probably this remarkable phase 
of history will never be repeated, for 
there 1‘emain no more such vast and 
fertile wildernesses in the temperate 
zone as the United States was at the 
beginning of the century. 


Eight millions a year isn’t enough for 
Emperor William. He wants ten mil¬ 
lions. I11 his twenty-four palaces he 
keeps 1,500 lackeys and more than 2,- 
000 maid servants, and there are liis 
royal stables and kennels and covers 
and cotes and playhouses, etc., not to 
mention his family. His expenses 
would pay for three or four new bat¬ 
tleships per annum. He comes high, 
does this swelling King of Prussia, 
but he feels that Germany must have 
him. 


What a lesson of contentment for 
men of moderate means is taught by 
tlie story of George Smith, who, with 
a fortune of $100,000,000 behind him, 
supplied all the want of life on $3 a 
day! The late Cornelius Vanderbilt 
hardly spent more for Ills personal 
needs. Russell Sage probably spends 
less. Jay Gould lived chiefly on tea 
and toast. The Duke of Westminster 
was a man of frugal habits. No ordi¬ 
nary business man lives more simply 
than Rockefeller or Carnegie. This 
is an important lesson. It should be 
preached and explained and insisted 
on for the benefit of the scheming 
stragglers after wealth—the lesson 
that wealth has its limits, that it does 
not bring happiness, and that all the 
truest aud highest pleasures of life are 
within the reach of men of moderate 
means, and that they are denied to the 
lords of millions. 


“Step lively!” the cry of the street¬ 
car conductor, has been judicially ap¬ 
proved, at least to a certain extent, by 
the Common Pleas Court, No. 1, in 
Philadelphia, in a decision that a pas¬ 
senger on a trolley car is not necessar¬ 
ily negligent in standing on the lower 
step as it is coming to a standstill. The 
plaintiff, a man, while standing on the 
lower step of a car that was slowing 
down at Chestnut street, was thrown 
by a sudden jerk. In upholding a ver¬ 
dict for the plaintiff the court ruled 
that although trolley-cars are more 
dangerous than former means of 


The common idea of an automobile 
as a four-wheeled vehicle on heavy 
rubber tires will nave to be modified. 
An inventor, doubtless a Y'ankee, has 
perfected a new automobile in the 
form of a sled for hauling logs, and it 
is being successfully used in the Min 
nesota pine forests. The motive power 
operates on two cylinders, whose sur 
face is studded with pins similar to 
(hose in the cylinder of a music box. 
These take hold on the ice and packed 
snow of the roads, and loads of logs 
varying from twenty to thirty tons are 
hauled with ease. That is oue of tlie 
new applications of tho automobile 
idea for heavy winter work in the ru¬ 
ral districts, and suggests an indefinite 
extension of it in other directions. It 
will not be long before autotrucks for 
heavy haulage in cities are widely 
used, and then will come some applica¬ 
tion of the same idea to the country 
The British automobile wagon has al¬ 
ready made a good beginning, being 
now used in rivalry to freight trains 
over short distances. Signs point to 
this as tlie next phase of development 
in this line.

Perhaps no figures in the fortheom 
ing census will prove fuller of interest 
or significance than those which will 
give the statistics of trolley extension 
The census of 1890 showed that the 
gain in miles of street lines was 453 per 
cent, for cities and towns of a popula 
tion over 50,000. This was due, of 
course, to the seizure of the new mo¬ 
tive power as fast as its feasibility was 
understood hy the smaller cities and 
towns, because of it perfect adaptation 
to their needs. But since 1890 the ex 
tension of trolley roads, from centre to 
suburbs and from town to town, lias 
continued at an astonishing rate, one 
quite beyond popular comprehension or 
estimate. In short, we have seen, 
probably with but casual recognition 
of it, the passing of the distinguishing 
marks of the time in which we live. A 
formula of description long familiar 
is the age of "the railroad, the steam 
ship, and the telegraph.” But that 
formula “smacks of antiquity” when 
the present is more accurately the age 
of the trolley, the telephone, and the 
bicycle.

paratus would greatly facilitate the 
machinists of the nihilistic element. 
Foreign business houses were almost 
the only ones making a liberal use of 
the typewriter. Of late years, however, 
Russian industry and commerce have 
extended at such rapid rate and the 
Educated element available for the 
purpose of correspondence is relatively 
so small that the Russian government 
has at last admitted the necessity of 
acceding to the wishes of Russian mer¬ 
chants. Of course, this means a con¬ 
siderable extension of American trade.
